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SIGNS OF A BREAKING UP

THE EX-SENATORS’ FORCES BECOM- 
ING WEAK AND UNEASY. 
UNFULFILLED PROMISES OF THE STALWART 

LEADERS—MORE DESERTIONS THREAT- 
ENED—POSSIBLE APPEAL TO DEMOCRATS 
TO SECURK AN ADJOURNMENT—DEPEW’S 

INCREASING VOTE. 

AxBany, June 8.—For the first time since 
fhe beginning of the Senatorial contest there 
are to-night indications that the Conkling line 
will break to pieces, and before the ex-Senator 
bas been many days old as a candidate. To 
the most careless observer the signs of dissolt- 
tion are already apparent. The most desperate 
appeals have been made to the Conkling men 
from day to day to hold fast and stand to- 
gether. Reasons appear to have been advanced 
for asking members to adhere to the fortunes of 
the ex-Senators. They have been urged to vote 
for them from day to day upon assurances that 
public opinion would soon sustain them, and 
that the petitions adverse to Conkling and 
Platt would be buried out of sight by those of a 
contrary nature, which the people,in their sober 
second thoughts, would send to the Legislature. 
The promise has not been made good, but 
instead, attempts have been made to impose 
fictitious petitions upon the Legislature and 
the people, to the disgust of the deluded mem- 
bers and the indignation of misrepresented 
constituencies. The efforts to hold mem- 
bers to Conkling by the personal ap- 
peals on the part of the candidates 
are proving useless, Mr. Cowles, of Monroe, 
who left him once and was coaxed back, 
has left bim finally, and will now please his 
constituents by refusing to vote for him again. 
Tomorrow, on the first ballot, it is almost 
rertain that he will loose two votes, and it 
would surprise no one bere, knowing as every- 
body does the state of demoralization into 


which the Conkling camp has been thrown by 
the defection of Mr. Russell and the increase 
of Mr, Depew’s vote, to see a half-dozen de- 
serting from Conkling and Platt. 

The condition of the Stalwarts is regarded 
to-night as being thoroughly discouraging by 
everybody except a few of his stanch sup- 

rters. Among the Conkling leaders, when 
nquiry is made astothe desertion of addi- 
tional members, a profound ignorance exists. 
They do not positively deny the reports, 
but they insist that Conkling will as 
strong to-morrow as he was to-day. The 
absurdity of the reply is_ palpable, 
but the spirit of it is consistent with the tone 
assumed by the Conkling men from the open- 
— the fight. The desertion of Mr. Russell, 
of Kings, has had a very damaging effect. He 
was regarded as one of the firmest of Conk- 
ling’s friends, and as safe to be counted 
for him to the end. His example 
has shaken every man who has desired to 
be released from ‘the bonds with which Conk- 
ling and Platt have bound their friends, and it 
Is altogether probable that before the vote is 
taken to-morrow there will be a large delivery 
of political prisoners. Senator Robertson 
paid to-night, after he bad looked over the 
situation and heard from a number 
of Conkling men who intimated their desire to 
join the men who are trying to elect successors 
to Conkling and Platt: ‘‘It looks to meas if 
the bottom had dropped out of their 
tub and that it will soon fall to pieces.’ 
In the ninth ballot, which will be 
taken at noon to-morrow, Mr. Depew 
will probably receive 56 votes; he may get 
more. There is good reason to believe that 
Conkling’s vote will be reduced to 30, Sev- 
eral members of Assembly, who have 
been voting against Conkling and Platt, 
but hesitated to vote for Depew because they 
rome from Granger districts, have heard from 
bome, and are assured that under the circum- 
stances a vote for Depew will be approved. 
This relieves them from a great fear, and will 
enable those thus assured to vote with confi- 
dence. 

While the Conkling men will not openly ad- 
mit that their cause is a lost one, some of their 
leaders do so in private conversation by 
inference if not by direct admission. 
“We will be stronger than ever to- 
morrow,” said one man, a_ politician 
well known in the State. He could not teil 
where the strength was coming from, and 
when the names of men were mentioned who 
were reported to be about deserting Conkling, 
he would not deny that they were likely to 
be counted against the ex-Senators to-mor- 
row. This same speaker volunteered the pre- 
diction tnat Chauncey M. Depew would 
never be elected Senator. ‘* How about Conk- 
ling?” wasasked. ‘‘ Well, I won’t make any 
prediction, except that he will be elected some- 

ow or other.’”? While it might have been in- 
ferred that a Democratic combination was re- 
ferred to,the Speaker very solemnly denied that 
there was any intention of asking or accepting 
Democratic aid to elect Republican Senators, 
There is reason to believe that there is lack of 
harmony on this point between the friends of 
Conkling and Platt. Mr. Platt’s friends say 
openly that they think this fight ought 
not to be protracted beyond next 
week, and that the Republicans, in case 
there is no election by Tuesday or Wednesda 
next, should join with the Democrats in ad- 
journing the Legislature. This opinion is not 
shared in by the Arthur men, who say that 
when Gen. Sharpe expressed the determina- 
tion that the Legislature should stay here 
until Senators were elected, he spoke for 
the entire body of Conkling’s followers. 
Gen. Arthur to-night said he knew 
of no intention to attempt to secure 
an adjournment, and that he supposed Gen. 
Sharpe’s remarks were serious and that the 
Republicans wouldstand by them. Mr, Payn, 
en the contrary, said he believed the Legisla- 
bure shouid adjourn, and Mr. John F. Smyth 
ls of a like opinion. The Administration men 
are as positive as ever in their determination 
not to permit an adjournment. They say 
an election will not and can not 
thwarted by an such trick. The 
Democrats will afford an opportunity to prove 
the reported combination of Democrats and 
Republicans. A resolution to adjourn sine die 
on Friday was introduced by Mr. Patterson 
to-day. If that be voted down to-morrow, 
another will be introduced, and one every day 
the Legislature sits. 

The Administration conference to-night was 
brief and adjourned after a short consultation. 
The members present were urged not to be 
kbsent from the joint convention and to avoid 
— The Conkling men have had no con- 

erence of a formal character. To-night 
Gov. Cornell was in consultation with Sen- 
ators Platt and Conkling, Vice-President 
Arthur, and several others. It is reported 
that the Governor’s infiuence was sought by 
Platt’s friends tu secure Republican votes for 
adjournment. It is safe to assume from the 
course of the Governor thus far in the 
contest that he will not attempt to use 
the Legislatere for any such purpose. At 
midnight the Administration men are predict- 
ing that Depew will get anywhere from 58 to 
85 votes. The lowest estimate is probably the 
most correct, although it would not be surpris- 
ing, in the present demoralized condition of the 
Conkling forces, if itshould run higher than 69. 
It is said that several members have promised 
to vote for Depew on condition that the vote 
on first ballot shall reach a figure equal to a 
veo sae Baad the entire number of Republicans 
in.the gislature. As that would be 54, it 
would be no reason for surprise if Depewshould 
have a score of 65 by the end of the day’s bal- 
loting. 

Mr. Conkling’s friends have finally become 
satisfied that he cannot be re-elected to the 
Senate by the present Legislature, at least 
during this session. This fact was stated in 
the Albany dispatches to THk TrmES two 
weeks ago, when it was just as patent to 
an unprejudiced person as it is now. They 
have also become satisfied of another fact that 
was equally patent two weeks ago, and that 
is. that an adjournment sine die is the 
only thing that could happen’ which 
would hold out the least possible hope 
for Mr. Conkling. Accordingly, they 
are hard at work this evening trying to fori 
a combination with the Democrats for an ad- 

ournment. Most, if not all, of the Democrats 
n both houses are ready to join them. Mr. 
Brooks, in his speech yesterday, advised 
his fellow-Democrats to seek an adjournment 
at the earliest day possible. and it is reallv the 


only sensible on, under the circumstances 
that they can do. But can the Conkling men, 
with all the Democrats to help them, carry an 
adjournment? Two weeks ago they might, 
but it is. very doubtful now whether they 
can. An adjournment sine die must be by 
joint resolution. Such a. resolution could 
doubtless pass the Assembly with Democratic 
aid, but it can hardly pass the Senate. It would 
take all of Mr. Conkling’s nine votes, all 
of the Democratic votes, seven in number, and 
the casting vote of the Lieutenarit-Governor. 
At least three of the Conkling Senators have 
said that they would not join in any move- 
ment fora final adjournment until the two 
a seats in the United States Senate were 
ed. 

But su e they should change their minds 
at the dictation of Conkling, or for any other 
cause. Even then*Lieut.-Gov. Hoskins’s cast- 
ing vote will be indispensable, and it is not 
beheved here that it could be had. Gov. Cor- 
nell’s candidacy for one of the vacant seats in 
the United States Senate opens up to the eye of 
Mr. Hoskins the possible prospect ot his reach- 
ing the Gubernatorial chair, and he is not 
going to risk the chance on any such uncer- 
tainty as would follow an adjournment, with 
a view of renewing the canvass at an 
extra session next Fall. It may, therefore, 
be set down as reasonably certain that the last 
move of the Conkling cabal will be a failure, 
like those that have preceded it. Indeed, they 
would appear to be doomed to failure and dis- 
appointment. ‘They have apparently lost 
their wits. . $2 


FEATURES OF THE BALLOT. 
CONKLING ABANDONED BY O. H. RUSSELL-— 
DEPEW’S VOTE INCREASED TO 51. 

AuBany, June 8.—The events of to-day, 
in the joint convention, were the speech of 
Mr. Charles H. Russell, of Kings, giving his 
reasons for abandoning Conkling and Platt as 
his candidates, and the increase of the vote of 
Mr. Depew from 42 to 51. The change of Mr. 
Russell was not a surprise, but it produced al- 
most as deep a sensation of disappointment 
among the Conkling men as if it had fallen 
upon them without previous notice. Mr. Rus- 
sell was one of the few men who went to Mr. 
Conkling, on his arrival here to begin his per- 
sonal canvass, to tell him that his candidacy 
would embarrass many members, and that he 
had grave doubts of the ex-Senator’s ability 
to conquer the feeling against him in all parts 
of the State. 

The pressure upon Mr. Russell to abandon 
Conkling has been constant, and he has only 
postponed yielding to the demands of his con- 
stituents because he hoped that the reaction 
promised by Conkling’s friends would really 
take place. Visiting his district for the pur- 
pose of making inquiries, he became con- 
vinced that in voting for Conkling he was en- 
tirely misrepresenting the people who elected 
him, Yesterday, when the vote was being 
taken, he left the chamber, not being prepared 
to take his stand at that time. To-day, when 
called upon to name his candidate for Conk- 
ling’s successor, he rose and asked to be excused 
from voting in a few words, spoken with con- 
siderable effort to suppress the feeling of em- 
barrassment under which he labored. His 
remarks were as follows: 

““Oneach day whenI bave been present since 
this great convention met I have voted forthe re- 
turn of the late distinguished Senators. They 
were my choice, and my preferment has ied me to 
give them my support. Without desiring to make 
any distinction between the two gentleman, I re- 
garded Mr. Conkling as the ideal Senator. I have, 
however, just returned from my constituents, and 
am convinced by such evidence as should satisfy 
any fair-minded person that nine-tenths of the 
Republicans there are opposed to the return of the 
late Senators. I have a duty to perform to the Re- 
publicans who sent me here, and that is to give 
voice to their sentiments, and I therefore vote for 
Mr. Cornell.” 

There were several changes to-day from the 
votes cast yesterday for Conkling’s successor. 
Senator Madden, who has had several candi- 
dates for the short term, and who yesterday 
voted for Tremain, to-day voted for Cornell. 
Mr. Beach, whose last vote was cast for 
Wheeler, changed to Rogers, and Mr. 
Bemiss dropped Tremain for Lapham. Mr. 
Cowles, of Monroe, who had left Conkling and 
returned to him again, deserted him to-day 
for the second time, and cast his vote for 
Cornell. Mr. Fenner, who has voted for Cor- 
nell regularly, to-day created a loud laugh by 
voting for Rogers. His provocation for leay- 
ing Cornell was the veto of the Oleomargarine 
bill, which had just been read in the As- 
sembly, much to his mortification. ' Mr. Good- 
man, who has voted heretefore for Wheeler, 
changed to Cornell, Mr. Hunter changed from 
Cornell to Wheeler, and his example was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Low. Mr. Koot, who had taken 
Rogers as his candidate for the short term, 
changed to Lapham. Mr. C. H. Russell named 
Cornell in Conkling’s place, Mr. D. Russell 
abandoned Wheeler to name ex-Senator Ham- 
ilton Harris, and Mr. Sheehy and D. A. Wells, 
who had voted respectively for Lapham and 
Wheeler, changed to Cornell. The vote, as com- 
pared with that of yesterday, was as follows:

When the call began for nominations for 
Platt’s successor, the vote was watched to see 
whether the expected gains for Depew would 
be made. The only change in the Senate was 
that of Senator Winslow, who named Cornell 
in place of Wheeler. Mr. Boardman, 
whose last vote was cast for Hamilton 
Ward, changed to Cornell. The first gain for 
Mr. Depew was Mr. Goodman, of Washington, 
who had voted before for Cornel! for the long 
term, but had just transferred him as a candi- 
date to the short term. Mr. Lewis, of Dela- 
ware, dropped Corneil for Depew, and Rob- 
erts, of Oneida, made a similar change, and C. 
H. Russell named Gen. B, F. Tracy, of Brook- 
lyn, and then Mr. Seely, Mr. Sheehy, and 
Mr. Sheldon, dropping Cornell, Tremain, and 
Fenton, all voted for Depew. The result of 
the voting was as follows, compared with that 
of yesterday :

EXPOSING A LAME EXCUSE. 

MR. WINSLOW’S ATTEMPTED JUSTIFICATION 

DEMOLISHED BY MR. PITTS. 
Asany, June 8.—At the opening of the 
legislative session of the Senate this morning, 
Mr. Winslow presented a remonstrance from 
citizens of Watertown, where ho resides, against 
the re-election of Conkling and Platt to the 
United States Senate, and took the occasion 
to make a Jong speech, which he had re- 
duced to writing and read from manu- 
script. He began by saying that the re- 
monstrance asked him to vote against the re- 
eleetion of Mr. Conkling. It came from con- 
stituents whose opinion he respected, and 
whose request, on any ordinary occasion, he 
would be happy to comply with; but in the 
extraordinary circumstances under which he 
wes now placed he must be permitted to fol- 
low the dictates of his own judgment. He 
then proceeded to recount the services that 
Roscoe Conkling had rendered to the Repub- 
hican Party and to the country; to extol his 
abilities as an orator and leader of the party, 
and to excuse as far as he was able. his 
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act in resigning his seat. The speech occupied 
half an hour or more, and was mainly 
@ rehash of the excuses and apologies 
that have so often been made by Mr. 
Conkling’s friends in justification of his 


course. Hedwelt particularly on the fact that 
the State Senate and Assembly had unan- 
imously adopted a resolution in favor of Judge 
Robertson’s.appointment to the Collectorship 
and asking our Senators in Congress to vote to 
confirm it. When Mr. Conkling found that he 
could not consistently obey the wishes of the 
Legislature thus expressed, he was justified, in 
Mr. Winslow’s opinion, in resigning his seat 
and appealing for vindication to the Legisla- 
ture, Mr. Conkling, he said, had been represent- 
ed as being here in Albany begging for votes to 
send him back. He denied this. Mr. Conk- 
ling had not asked a single person to vote for 
him. He was here simply to advise with his 
friends, and take such action as they might 
deem best. 

Mr. Pitts replied to Mr. Winslow in one of 
the ablest and most eloquent speeches that has 
ever been made in the Senate. He exposed 
with great force the absurdities and incon- 
sistencies of Mr. Winslow’s defense of Conk- 
ling, and, while he conceded Mr. Conkling’s 
ability in certain directions, he challenged 
any of his friends to point toa single speech 
of his during his long career in the Senate 
in which that ability had been exer- 
cised on any question involving states 
manship, or affecting the great financial and 
business interests of the country. On all these 
questions the great State of New-York, whose 
voice should have been foremost in advocacy 
of measures in which she was so deeply _inter- 
ested, was without a mouth-piecein the United 
States Senate. On the financial question, 
when the State was Sieperess | with anxiety 
to see what Mr. Conkling would have to say, 
and it was daily announced that he was about 
to make the ‘‘greatest effort of his life,” he 
ontinued silent, and it was left for Francis 
Kernan, his Democratic colleague, to speak 
for New-York on that important occasion. 
And so it had ever been, when anything ap- 
proaching statesmanship was needed, Mr. 
Conkling had always been found wanting. 
Ailuding to Mr. Winslow’s excuse for Conk- 
ling’s resigning his seat that he could not obe 
the request of the Legislature, Mr. Pitts asked, 
if that was a valid excuse “ Mr. Winslow 
did not follow his example. e admitted at 
the outset of his speech that his constituents 
desired him to vote against Conkling’s re-elec- 
tion; if he could not do so he ought to resign, 
according to his own argument, 

Mr. Winslow here interrupted Mr. Pitts by 
saying that there was a difference between 
Mr. Conkling’s case and his; while Mr. Conk. 
ling represented a whole State he only repre- 
sented a Senatorial district, and he thought a 
State Senator was entitled to greater privi- 
lege of acting on his private judgment thana 
United States Senator, 

Mr. Pitts could not comprehend the distinc- 
tion, and he proceeded to point out another 
inconsistency of Mr. Winslow. If, he said, 
there was any principle by virtue of which he 
supported the re-election of Conkling, it would 
apply equally to the re-election of Platt, and 
yet Mr. Winslow voted for the return 
of Conkling, but rejected Platt. He con- 
tinued. to criticise the speech of Winslow 
until he had made his whole defense for Conk- 
lingj ridiculous, and, the hour of going into 
joint convention having arrived, he closed, 
and the Senate proceeded in a body to the As- 
sembly Chamber.

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NEW-HAMPSHIRE SENATORSHIP.

Concorp, June 8.—The Republicans of both 
branches of the Legislature held a caucus this 
evening to consider the question of electing a 
United States Senator at thissession. Mr. 
Robinson, of Concord, offered a resolution, 
stating that the Senate had required an opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court upon the question of 
the power of the present Legislature to choose 
a Senator for the term beginning March 4, 
1883; therefore the Republican members of 
the Legislature will abide by the decision. 
Gen. Marston opposed the reschiition. He said 
that it was only for the members themselves 
to decide the question, and that this Legisla- 
ture would not be bound either by the opinion 
of the court or by the action of the caucus, 
William E. Chandler also opposed the resolu- 
tion. He proposed to vote upon the question, 
both in the Judiciary Committee and in the 
House, in accordance with his convictions, and 
would not be bound by any opinion of the 
court. He criticised the action of the Senate 
in asking the opinion of the court without first 
seeking the céncurrence of the House. The ma- 
jority by which the resolution passed the 
Senate was only 13 to 10, and he did not think 
it good legislation or good party management.

CLEVELAND, June 8.—The Republican 
State Convention, which assembled at the 
Euclid-Avenue Opera-house. in this city, this 
morning, performed its work promptly and 
harmoniously and adjourned. In fact, the 
convention, except in two cases, was nothing 
but a ratification meeting all the way through. 
The ticket had been chosen by the party itself 
by unanimous consent several months 
ago, and to-day simply saw a closing 
of formalities. The contest over the Lieu- 
tenant-Governorship left no bitterness, 
and the Cincinnati men are satisfied with 
the Supreme Court Judgeship, which goes 
to their county. Senator Sherman took a 
square position in his speech, and pleased the 
Foster men and the Garfield men alike. There 
was little difficulty in the construction of a 
platform. Leading Republicans say that the 
position taken on the temperance question is 
one that they can maintain and defend. There 
was no disposition on the part of any one to 
mention Mr. Conkling in the platform, al- 
though all were earnest in support of the Ad- 
ministration. Republicans generally say to- 
night that they can win with this platform 
and this ticket. They are earnest, and in 
general are pleased, and willing to put forth 
all their energies to save the State ticket and 
choose a Legislature next Fall. 

Tne convention met at 11 o’clock, and was 
called to order by W.S. Capeller, of Hamil- 
ton County. The Hon. A. W. Jones, of 
Youngstown, was chosen temporary Chair- 
man, and after the appointment of committees 
the convention adjourned until 2 P. M. 

At 2 P. M. the convention reassembled, and 
Senator John Sherman was made permanent 
Chairman. Senator Sherman, on taking the 
chair, made a short speech. He began by say- 
ing that Gov. Foster was entitled to a renomi- 
nation for his earnest canvass of two years 
ago, which culminated in the election of Gen. 
Garfield as President of the United States. He 
gave a brief review of the history and achieve- 
ments of the Republican Party during the last 
25 years, and said the party intended still 
further to advance the public credit, still 
further to reduce the public debt, and to see 
that every citizen in the whole land is pro- 
tected in all his rights, Continuing, he said: 

There are some other things, my countrymen, 
about Ohio politics. We have no room in this 
country@or a leader who commands and dictates, 
{Great applause.J We are a great people. Our 
conventions are gathered from all parts of our 
broad State, brought here as freemen. There never 
has been and there never will be room for a 
primate or a boss. The man who attempts it had 

etter make his will beforehand. ([Applause.} 
And, fellow-citizens, I congratulate you upon 
the auspicious opening of the Administration 
of James A. _ Garfield. We know office- 
seeking is undoubtediy the proper pursuit 
of mankind. [Laughter.] There may be some 
disappointments, because there are fewer places to 
fill than men willing to fillthem. But, in the main, 
the general principles and policy of this Adminis- 
tration’are in harmony with the aspirations of the 
Republican Party. The financial policy of the 
last Administration has been supplemented by 
the reduction of the rate of interest on 
$500,000,000 of the public securities from 5 and 6 per 
cent. to 34% percent. This wise measure has been 
carefully and most skillfully managed by Secretary 
Windom, an Ohio boy. [Applause.] They are saving 
$15,000,000 a year, and now the debt which fright- 
ened brave men 15 years ago has melted away like 
snow before a Summer sun, no longer frightens the 
timid, and now the tax on whisky will pay the in- 
terest onthe publicdebt.

Let him further 
advance the publio credit; let him punish ail 
who do wrong; let him give us an 
Administration, pure, simple, and republican, wor- 
thy of a nation like ours, and we will send him our 
approval twice over again. [Applause.| But, my 
countrymen, we have something to do in this task. 
We have got to emphasize our approval by indors- 
{ng this Administration in the election of the Re- 
publican ticket this Fall. Let us, then, do our part, 
work as Republicans of Obio know how to work, 
and victory will perch upon our banners.’ [Ap- 
plause. } 

The following platform was then reported 
and adopted unanimously :

as chief magistrate of the Nation. 

Resolved, That we hereby indorso the wise pol- 
fey of the Republican Party in giving full protec- 
tion to American labor, and in discriminating in 
favor of home production. 

Resolved, That we fully indorse the Administra- 
tion of Gov. Charles Foster and the State Adminis- 
tration of the Republican Party during the last 
two years, under which the expenditures of the 
State were reduced over $500,000 below the expend- 
ituresof the Democratic Administration of the two 

revious years, and reduced the public debt of the 
Btate nearly $1,250,000, and refunded the remainder 
of the, debt redeemable on the 30th dav of June, 
1881, by the issue of State bonds, bearing 4 percent. 
interest, which were sold at such a premium as to 
reduce the rate per cent. below 3!4 per annum. 

Resolved, That the public interests require that 
the General Assembly should submit to a vote of 
the people such amendments to the Constitution 
of the State relative tothe manufacture, sale, and 
use of intoxicating liquors as shall leave the whole 
matter to legisiation. 

Nominations being next in order, Charles 
Foster was renominated for Governor by ac- 
clamation. 

The fight over the Lieutenant-Governorship, 
which came next, was close and warm. Sen- 
ator Ben Eggleston declined in order to de- 
feat Louis Seasongood, the rich Hebrew of 


Cincinnati, who stoodsome chance of receiv- 
ing the nomination. The convention refused, 
however, to recognize the latter’s claims, and 
selected State Senator J. G. Richards for the 
second place on the ticket. Mr. Richards is of 
Welsh birth, and his selection will please a large 
class of men who have felt that their people 
have not been properly dealt with by the Re- 
ublican Party of the State. The choice of 
Richards certainly leaves as little disappoint- 
ment as could have been expected in any case. 
He was President pro tem. of the Senate dur- 
ing the last Legislature, and practically act- 
ing Lieutenant-Governor while Gen. Hicken- 
looper has been engaged at his gas-works. 

The choice of Nicholas Longworth, of Cin- 
cinnati, for Supreme Court Judge, which was 
the next nomination made, was an unexpect»d 
movement to give Cincinnati something, as the 
nominee has not been named heretofore in con- 
nection with the place. . 

Joseph Turney was renominated for State 
Treasurer, George Paul for member of the 
Board of Public Works, and Geerge K. Nash 
for Attorney-General, all by acclamation. This 
completed the work for which the convention 
was called, and anadjournment was promptly 
taken. 

There was no ratification meeting to-night, 
as the managers decided some time ago not to 
arrange for one unless it should come on the 
spur of the moment as an outlet for pent-up 


enthusiasm. The enthusiasm was undoubted! 
resent, but a drizzling rain prevented its.find- 
ng any out-door expression. 

Ata late hour this evening Senator Sher- 
man received the following dispatch:

dangerous, and desires that the Bulgarian 
nation should place confidence in the Prince 
and oppose ambitious agitators. 

LONDON, June 8.—The North German Ga- 
zette, of Berlin, says: *‘ The remarks of the 
Russian Official Gazette on the Bulgarian 
question faithfully reflect the views of the 
imperial powers.” 

A Vienna dispatch says: ‘‘ Whether the 
rumor of a proclamation of a state of siege 
in Bulgaria is true or false, the army is cer- 
tainly being used to good purpose. The com- 
missioned officers, all of whom are Russians, 
have extreme powers.” 

SopuHia, June 8.—The Exarch has invited the 
Liberal and Conservative leaders to try to ef- 
fect acompromise, The former asked to be 
furnished with an exact definition of Prince 
Alexander’s conditions. The Exarch there- 
upon undertook to seek a conference with the 
Frince.

RomeE, June 8.—The famous Father Carlo 
Maria Curci, now about 80 years of age, who, 
in 1877, during the Papacy of Pius IX., was ex- 
pelled from the Order of Jesuits for recom- 
mending a modus vivendi between Italy and 
the Papacy, has published a work entitled 
**The New Italy and Old Zealots.” It highly 
praises the character, aims, and methods of 
the present Pope, severely blames the mis- 
placed zeal of the extreme Catholic party as 
tending to maintain antagonism against the 
Church in Italy; declares the restoration of 
the temporal power impossible, and that it 
would, even if practicable, be harmful amid 
modern democracies; deplores the language of 
the Catholic press in Italy, and exhorts Catho- 
lics to participate in politics, so as to introduce 
Christian ideas into national legislation.

THE REFORMED AND LUTHERAN 8SYNODS— 
THE HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

Hupson, N. Y., June 8.—The seventh day 
of the Reformed Church Synod was devoted prin- 
cipally to the consideration of the reports of com- 
mittees. The memorial of the Classisof Pcugh- 
keepsie came up and was severely eriticized. The 
Committee on Overtures submitted a report that 
the Classis of Poughkeepsie have leave to with- 
draw its memorial. The report was adopted. 
Prof. Chester D. Hartranft, D. D., of Hartford 


Theological Seminary, was elected Professor of 
Didactic and Polemic Theology at New-Brunswick. 
The subject of Freemasonry was brought up on 
the report of the Committee on Overtures, but was 
laid on the table after much discussion. 

ALToonA, Penn., June 8.—In to-day’s session of 
the General Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in the United States, a discussion arose 
concerning the reception of such delegates as come 
from Synods which have not adopted the new con- 
atitution recommended be the General Synod. 
These delegates were finally received, and the or- 
ganization of the General Synod was completed by 
the election of the following officers: President— 
the Rev. Dr. C. A. bom of Gettysburg; Secretary— 
the Rev. J. N. Goodlin, of Findlay; Treasurer— 
Alexander Gebhart, of Dayton. 

At the Women’s Missionary Convention, a paper, 
sent by the missionary Mrs. Rowe, was read this 
morning. Addresses, also, were made by Mrs. 
Hixson, of Dayton, and Mrs. Ireland, of Baltimore. 

Cuicaao, June 8.—At the second day’s Special 
National Anniversary of the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society, this morning, President Seelye in 
the chair, Mr. A. H. Clapp read a paper by the Rev. 
Dr. Coe, the senior Secretary of the society, giving 
a summary of the society’s work since its estab- 
lishment in 1826, especially in the Western States. 
Tho Rev. H. M. Storrs read a paper on ‘Church 
Growth,”’ and predicted a grand battle, in which 
the Church should triumph as against the influx of 
heathenism and crime to our shores. The Hon. 
D. C. Haskell, member of Congress from Kansas, 
spoke on the Mormon problem. He characterized 
Mormonism as a resurrected system of social rela- 
tionship, at best buta bestial relic of barbarism. The 
early leaders of the Mormons, he said, were prom- 
inently branded as eriminals. He spoke of their 
frequent removals and their growth, and ex- 
plained their relations to the United States since 
they removed to Utah. He traversed Delegate 


Cannon's defense of Mormonism, and said that the. 


doctrine of the Mormon Church was a conglomera- 
tion of piety, immorality, and vengeance. Its in- 
fluences were ——— especially among chil- 
dren. The mortality in Salt Lake was very great, 
considering the salubrious climzte, and the only 
secret of the Church’s success was organization and 
the indissoluble union between Church and State. 
The remedy was with Congress, which could stem 
the swelling tide, but the people, with free pulpits. 
a free platform, and a free press, could do much of 
the work. It was to be hoped that disfranchise- 
ment might not be necessary. The Rev. F. A. 
Noble moved that the matter in relation to Mor- 
monism be referred to a committee, with instruc- 
tions to draft a memorial on the subject, to be pre- 
sented to Congress. The motion wa3 carried, and 
the following-named gentlemen were appointed as 
such committee: J. H. Seelye, E. B. Webb, J. N. 
Sturtevant, James White, and Charles G. Hammond. 


SENT TO PRISON FOR LIFE.

THE CONVICTION AND SENTENCE OF JAMES 
O'SHEA, A WIFE-MURDERER. 

Troy, N. Y., June 8.—James O’Shea was 
eonvicted this afternoon of the murder of his wife 
at Salem, Washington County, on June 17, 1880. 
O’Shea called upon a friend and said his wife had 
fallen down stairs, and was dead. A few neighbors 


soon gathered and found the dead body in a bed- 
room, covered with bedclothes. There was blood 
every where—upon the ceiling, on the walls, on the 
floor, bed, and the woman’s clothing was 
saturated. On looking at the stairs no trace 
or even stain. of blood was_. visible. 
O’Shea said he had washed up the blood, but the 
stairs were, nevertheless, found to be covered with 
dust. This aroused suspicion. A Coroner was 
summoned, and an investigation was begun. The 
body bore many wounds. A bill was found against 
O’Shea, and last October the Grand Jury of Wash- 
ington County indicted him for murder. The 
prisoner pleaded not guilty. He has been on trial 
for 10 days. The jury returned a verdict of mur- 
der in the second degree. The prisoner was sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life. He is about 60 
years of age, and has always hada good reputa- 
tion. The motive for the murder is a niystery.

OBJECTIONABLR TOLL-HOUSE. 
Lone Branca, N. J., June 8.—Last Winter 
the Town Commissioners removed the toll-house 
which was situated in the centre of the town. 
The Turnpike Company then erected a new 


tolil-house, and brought suit against the town 
authorities for removing the old toll-house. After 
along trial the court held the toll-house to be a 
nuisance, and exonerated the Commissioners from 
all fault. The Commissioners then gave the Turn- 
pike Company 30 days’ notice to remove the 
new toll-house. The time expiring yesterday, the 
Town Commissioners held a meeting last night and 
issued an order to Street Commissioner Worthley 
to remove the toll-house to-day, and _ it 
was removed outside of the corperation this 
morning, but by order of the turapike company 
the gatekeeper established himself with table 
and chair in the middle of the road, and 
demanded toll from passing vehicles.

STEPHENSON AND HIS WORK 


HOW THE CRNTENNIAL WILL BE 
CELEBRATED TO-DAY. 
*ESTIVALS IN NEWCASTLE AND ELSEWHERE 

IN THE NORTH COUNTRY—THE STORY OF 
THE GREAT MAN’S LIFE—HIS RAILWAYS 
AXD THE STRUGGLES THEY COST HIM— 

EMERS6ON’S VISIT. 

Lonpon, May 26.—A hundred years ago, 
on the 9th of June, 1781, was born George Ste- 
phenson, the author of railways throughout 
the world. The contenary will be celebrated 
next week in England, not with the universal- 
ity it demands, but with a large and generous 
recognition of the greatness of the man and 
his work. At Newcastle-on-Tyne, near which 
city he achieved his first great success, there is 
to be a very characteristic festival, and all 
through the North country, and in many dis- 
tricts of the Midlands, the day will be kept 
with notable observances. There is also to be 
a banquet of engineers in London, and a cen- 
tenary féte at the Crystal Palace, upon which 
eceasion the first ‘electric railroad in Eng- 
land’’ will be exhibited in full operation. The 
Tilustrated London News will publish a special 
number containing a biography of the “ father 
of railways.’’ Smiles’s popular history is being 
revived among the book-sellers. The nowspa- 
pers will have editorials and sketches appropri- 
ate to the time, and for several days we shall 
talk and write and think railways. 

Yesterday I stood by the tomb of this great 
benefactor of the humanrace. A famous Lon- 
don flaneur, who is usually correct in his facts 
and always bright and sparkling witn or with- 
ouf them, recently stated that he remembered 
George Stephenson’s funeral at Westminstor 


Abbey very well. My friend has madea slight 
mistake in this announcement, and I dare take 
long odds that ninety-nine men out of every 
hundred whom you may meet in this great 
metropolis could not tell you where George 
Stephenson is buried. Indeed, yesterday, in 
the very church where his last remains lie side 
by side with those of his wife, there was quite 
a controversy astothe exact position of the 
coffin, Within the chancel rails of Trinity 
Church, Chesterfield, Derbyshire, there is a 
simple tablet on the wall containing the follow- 
ing inscriptions: 
In memory of 
ELIZABETH, 
wife of George Stephenson, 
of Tapton House, 
who died Aug. 3d, 1846, 
aged 68 years.

And also of the above-named 
GrorGE STEPHENSON, 
who died Ang. 12th, 1848, 
aged 68 years. 
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Whether the grave was underneath this 
tablet or on the opposite side of the church was 
a question of much controversy, and although 
L interviewed the mason who assisted to brick 
up the tomb, I was not quite satisfied in my 
own mind exaetly where the bodies had found 
their last resting-places. It is, however, suf- 
ficient toknow that the remains of George 
Stephenson are enshrined in this church of 
the ancient borough near which he resided for 
so many years. 1 was presont at his funeral. 
I knew him in his declining years. I wasa 
smail boy; he was a great man, great in every 
respect, for he was tall and imposingin ap- 
pearance, white-headed, grave, yet genial of 
countenance, and benevolent always in his 
manner and his conduct. Trinity Church is 
built on the brow of a hill, opposite the rising 
uplands of Tapton House, where Stephenson 
lived. He spent his closing years in a pleasant 
rural retirement. He might have been, had he 
chosen to take advantage of his knowledge and 
the railway mania, one of the richest men in 
the world, but he was content with an honest 
eompetency and an unblemished reputation. 


THEN AND NOW. 


Some 30 years ago Chesterfield was a small 
borough lying in the midst of beautiful mead- 
ows, and having roundabout it merry brooks 
and streams. In the days of the great French 
war it wasa depot for French prisoners, and 


I remember old soldiers talking about those 


early times; and I remember the coaches 
passing through the old town on their 
way to London; and I remember being held 
up as a child in strong arms to see the first 
railway train go rushing along the Midland 
line, It may be pardoned me in this article 
to disclose my personality so far as to say that 
ina novel called ‘“‘ Three Recruits, and the 
Girls They Left Behind Them,” I have en- 
deavored to realize the manners and customs 
and dresses and atmosphere of this district at 
the very period of George Stephenson’s birth 
at Wylam, some hundred miles further north; 
and yesterday, standing in f his tomb, my 
memory and my researches link easily those® 
past days with the present. Iseeas I look back 
an old English town (lighted with oil-lamps) 
whose only means of transit are the lumbering 
earrier’s cart and the coach; the mineral re- 
sources of the district little understood or ex- 
plored; an old town full of strange legends 
and ghost stories; a landmark on the great 
highway leading to and from the ogres 
capital Ilook back to the gradual change 
age oy about in this Old World community 
by the introduction} of railways, and soon 
afterward by the incursion of hundreds and 
thousands of miners, who gradually laid waste 
the beautiful fields and covered the white high- 
ways with coal-dust. I look back still later 
and see George Stephenson himself standing by 
the line, near his park, watching the Midland 
trains running through from London to Liver- 
pool, carrying emigrants to the “yg © sailing 
for that distant lend which he had once 
almost made up his mind to _ take 
for his adopted country. Between that 
day and this has come a_ wonderfnl 
development of the coal and iron of the north- 
midland country. The valleys are ablaze with 
furnaces, busy with pit villages, and bus- 
tling with new towns; and to-day it seems to 
me that [look back uponalonger and more 
important march of progress than has ever 
before marked the experience and memgry of 
any man who can say thatheis still young 
enough and has sufficient time before him to 
live to see electricity doing all the work of 
coal and steam. There appeared, only a few 
days ago, in one of our leading newspapers, an 
aecount of the storage of electric force, and if 
the record is true, and I believe it is, we are on 
the eve of new a quite as remark- 
able in their way as those which belong to the 
early days of the Stephenson era. 
STEPHENSON ’S HUMBLE ORIGIN. 

George Stephenson is a man of whom the 
entire Anglo-Saxon race may well be proud. 
He was a splendid type of physical and moral 
strength. He literally raised himself from 
the gutter, and, as he did so, he lifted England 
into the foremost rank of industrial nations. 
He was born at Wylam, eight miles from New- 
castle-on-Tyne, in a cottage which was calied 
High-Street House. It was a very humble 
little place, the home of parents who con- 
sidered an income of lis. to £1 a week princely. 
His father was fireman at the pit engine- 
house, and was a man of sobriety and honesty, 
but never throughout the whole of his career 
did he give any indication of genius. George 
Stephenson’s mother was a native of Hoving- 
ham, the daughter of Robert Carr, a dyer, and 
she appears to have been a superior woman 
among the humble people of the North. 

At the age of 8 he began to work, when he 
should have gone to school. He herded cattle 
for a neighbor, and received for his work one 
shilling a week. It is peculiarly interesting to 
know that during this rural occupation it was 
part of his duty to shut the gates of the tram- 
road, when the wagons had passed from the 
pit, to keep the cows from oi sine | upon the 
track, and there was a characteristic forecast 
ef the greatness to come in the boy’s earliest 
amusement. He amd a companion oceupied 
their leisure in modeling a fixed engine, = 

sed to be something like the one old 
Rieghovsen: tended, and making a miniature 
winding machine. These were the toys of 
his infancy, and his first gleam of ambition 
was satisfied when, at the age of 14, he was 
appointed assistant fireman to his father at 
the wages of is. a day. Three years later 
he was promoted to the position of engine- 
man, an advance beyond the position of his 
feather. Up to this time he could neither read 
nor write, but he loved his engine, and would 
frequently take it all to pieces and examine its 
various parts and action, studying its minut- 
est details and keeping it in complete working 
order. It was at this time that he discovered 
his own ignorance. He often listened to the 
men reading the country newspapers by the 

‘ firelight, and it dawned upon him that it was 
necessary to his advancement in life that he 
should learn to read. 

There was living at this time in the village 
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of Newburn a Scotch school-master who eked 
outamiserable existence by means of night 
classes at which he taught the mysteries of the 
three R’s. Under this unassuming pedagogue 
pon, of Stephenson commenced to learn the 
alphabet and to do sums, 


THINKING OF GOING TO AMERICA. 

On Oct. 16, 1803, a year after his union with 
Fanny Henderson at Newburn Church, 
George’s son Robert was born, and he re- 
moved to West Moor Oolliery, Killingworth, 
where in a few months he was stricken with 
his first sorrow, the death of his wife. For 
distraction more than advancement he went 
to Montrose, in Scotland, to superintend the 
working of a Boulton and Watt engine. Leav- 
ing his boy in charge of a friendly neighbor, 


he walked to Montrose, and on his arrival 
found the pumping-engine out of gear, choked 
with sand, and otherwise working ineffective- 
ly. The difficulty had nonplussed the local 
engineers, but Stephenson, with that ready 
facility of resources which marked his entire 
career, quickly put the machine right. He re- 
mained in Scotland a year, and went home, 
having saved £28, to meet his next great trou- 
ble. He found that his father had been blinded 
by an accident, and was in great distress, 
George devoted his savings to the relief of his 
father and family, but he had just sufficient 
left to purchase a substitute for the Militia, in 
which he had been drawn to fight in the Con- 
tinental wars, 

At this time fortune fell with him to its 
lowest ebb, and, but for his want of means, he 
would have gone to America. He often with 
his neighbors discussed the New World, and 
believed that he would achieve success and 
money competency in that country. It was 
to him a source of great disappointment that 
he could not follow out his desires in this re- 
spect. It would bean interesting subject of 
speculation to calculate the possible results of 
Stephenson having gonéto America at this 
time, but it is still more interesting to think 
what might have been the result of his emi- 
gration later on, when, big with his great 
scheme of progress. he met with obstructions 
innumerable in Great Britain. 


FIRST TRIUMPHS. 

Long before Stephenson gave anything like 
evidence of future greatness he scored many 
local triumphs in the way of mechanical skill 
and invention, notably in curing an atmos- 
pheric or Newcomen engine at Killingworth 
Colliery, which had been unable to keep the 
water in the pit down working day and night 
for 12 months, When every other engineer in 


the North of England had failed at the worx, 
George, as amere matter of curiosity, exam- 
ined the engine, and, when asked his opinion, 
said if he had his own way. he would pump 
the pit dry in a week, and guarantee that 
the men should be at work in that time. Not- 
withstanding some opposition sneers, the pro- 
prietors intrusted him with the job, and he 
ert a it exactly as he said he would. 

At the beginning of the present century the 
railway was dawning upon the minds of many 
persons. When George Stephenson was born, 
as I have previously said, a rough tram- 
way ran before his father’s cottage. This 
kind of road was afterward a good deal de- 
veloped, and withitcame glimpses of the future 
steam locomotive. But, strange to say, every 
early inventor of a traveling engine utterly 
discarded the idea of rails. Mr. Trevithick 
invented a locomotive to run upon common 
roads, and he propelled it all the way from 
Cornwall to London, the tollgate-keepers on 
the highways flinging open their gates in the 
belief that Trevithick and his machine were 
the devil and his carriage from the infernal 
regions. Mr. Hedley, a pit-viewer at New- 
burn, followed Trevithick with a road locomo- 
tive, and it was as much the defects of this 
engine, as was its strange impressiveness 
that first set George Stephonson to work 
solving the problem of rapid transit; but he 
was always ahead of his time, both in regard 
to his engine and in the persistence with which 
he kept it ona railway. In 1815 he had made 
en engine which was in advance of everything 
yet achieved and notable for original and re- 
markable improvements; and, busy as he was 
upon this work, he found time to conceive and 
invent the greatest blessing ever introduced 
into coal mines, namely, the safety lamp. 

THE FIRST RAILROAD. 

It was on Nov. 18, 1822, that George Stephen- 
son first really demonstrated the feasibility of 
railways, He constructed, with tho authority 
of the proprietors of the Hetton Colliery Com- 


pany, a short railway, upon which his first 
locomotive made a speed of four miles an hour, 
drawing behind it a weight of 64tons. Many 
spectators assembled to witness the wonderful 


sight, and Mr. Edward Pease, a famous 
Quaker, was so satisfied with the result that he 
projected a new line a few miles above Darl- 


ington to Stockton-on-Tees, and set about get- 
ting the authority of an act of Parliament to 
work it. Thestory of the Stockton and Darl- 
ington Railway bill is not a greater satire upon 
the intelligence of the British Parliament than 
are the later historical accounts of the railway 
bills in the House of Commons. Both Lords 
and Commoners opposed the idea of railways 
with might and main. The engineers and sur- 
veyors, as they went about their work, were 
molested by mobs. George Stephenson was 
ridiculed and denounced as a maniac, and all 
those who supported him as lunatics and fools. 
The Stockton and Darlington Railway, 
however, constructed only for the. purpose 
of hauling coals, got through after some years 
with less trouble and expense than the lines 
which followed. The railway was opened for 
traffic on the 27th of September, 1825, and 
George Stephenson had induced the owners to 
let him open it with thelocomotive. He drove 
the engine himself and carried 90 tons of mer- 
chandise and 450 passengers, who entrusted 
their lives behind his iron horse, It was essen- 
tially a coal line, and it was estimated that 
10,000 tons a year would be hauled upor it to 
the local ships as ballast. Very shortly, how- 
ever, the statistics showed 500,000 tons a year, 
and what was regarded as a mere foolish 
whim gradually developed intu a great and 
profitable institution. 

The Liverpool and Manchester people had 
long experienced serious difficulties in the way 
of transit. It was a fact that many cargoes 
of cotton from America came aeross the sea 
more rapidly than they could be conveyed 
from Liverpool to Manchester. This, with the 
growing fame of George Stevenson’s work at 
the pits in the North, induced engineers and 
others to inspect the Darlington Railway and 
also to visit Stephenson, who was continually 
engaged upon developing his engine and 
improving his railway. The result of 
this investigation was the projection of 
the Liverpool and Manchester Line, 
butin spite of the northern engineer’s san- 
guine and practical experiments, his proposi- 
tion to work the line with lccomotives was 
hardly even considered. Finally, however, 
ehis earnestness and enterprise made such an 
impression upon the Directors that it was re- 
solved to go to Parliament for powers, not 
only to make the line but to work it with 
locomotives. The entire country scems to 
have risen against the project, andin Parlia- 
ment some of the greatest lawyers and scien- 
tists of the time scoffed at the scheme and 
sneered at the engineer. George Stephenson, 
although bantered and worried on ali sides, 
stood steadfastly by his project in spite of the 
declarations that the smoke from the engine 
would kill the birds and destroy the cattle 
along the route; that the fields would be 
ruined; that even if he was successful, horse- 
flesh would go out of fashion; people be driv- 
en mad by noise and excitement, and, indeed, 
the active imaginations of the entire nation 
seemed to be at work to invent possible hor- 
rors that would mark the course of the railway 
train. The end was that the bill was thrown 
out of Parliament, and so prejudicial to his 
reputation was Stephenson’s own evidence in 
the eyes even of his friends that it was deemed 
necessary to employ fresh engineers to survey a 
new line in view of going to Parliament again. 
Eventually, however, Stephenson came once 
more to the front in full charge of the scheme, 
and Parliament was asked to sanction the line. 
Many modifications had been made in the sur- 
vey, avoiding largely Lord Derby’s property 
and Earl Sefton’s game preserves, and other- 
wise conciliating opponents. S yphenson, 
however, determined to carry the line acrose 
Chat Moss, which was literally a moving bog. 
His scheme in this respect was discredited by 
all the leading engineers of the three king- 
doms, They had no precedent for any such 
work, and indeed the entire service of railway 
engineering was as yet the work of one man, 
so that his difficulties with Chat Moss, which 
were yery great, would have broken down 
with any engineer not only enddwed with ge- 
nius, but with a strong physical constitution. 

Stephenson was, literally, a giant. He 
worked night and day with little help, often 
with little food, and the completion of his 
road across Chat Moss is one of the most ro- 
mantic stories in railway engineering. In the 
Pg at my disposal, I can only glance at 
those events, the details of which are well 
known to the general reador. Even after the 
road was made the Directors could not see 
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their way to have it worked with locomotive 
engines. Thechief engineers had rted in 
favor of fixed engines, ‘' Nota single profes- 
sional man of eminence,’’ says Smiles, ‘could 
be found to coincide with him in his prefer- 
ence for locomotive over fixed engine 
power. He had scarcely a supporter, and 
the locomotive system seemed on the eve 
of being abandoned. Nevertheless, Stephenson 
persevered, and finally, under his istent 
assurances that the locomotive would do all 
and more than they could possibly require. 
they (the Directors) determined to offer a prize 
of £500 for the best locomotive engine that on 
acertain day should fulfill certain specified 
conditions in the most satisfactory manner, 
all they asked for in the way of speed being 
that 10 miles an hour should be maintained.” 
It will be remembered that soveral engines 
were entered for the competition, Braithwaite 
and Ericsson’s Saige E Mr. Timothy Hark- 
worth’s Sanspareil, George Stephenson & 
Co.’s Rocket. and Mr. Burstall’s Persever- 
ance. It is too familiar a story, the 
trial of these engines, to be dwelt upon 
here. It will be sufficient to say that 
all competitors, but the Rocket broke down 
utterly, George Stephenson’s engine being as 
far in advance of their primitive efforts 
asa first-class Pennsylvania or Erie locomo- 
tive is to-day ahead of the Rocket. Mr. 
Stephenson startled the - crowd present to 
see the competition and set the world agog 
with wonder by running his engine easilv with 
heavy loads behind at the rate of 36 miles an 
hour, and from that day dates the modern era 
of railways. 


BRITISH NEGLECT OF STEPHENSON. 

It is not necessary for the information of 
the general reader to sketch the history of the 
greatand wonderful engineering works per- 
formed by George Stephenson during his re- 
markable railway building career. It has often 
been remarked that Stephenson, neglected by 


the English Government, was greatly honored 
by the enterprising and intellectua King of 
the Belgians, Leopold, who obtained his ad- 
vice and assistance in laying out the Belgian 
railways. He not only decorated the engineer, 
but gave him a public dinner with the chief 
Ministers of State and the leading inhabitants 
of Ghent, carried him to his own palace and 
privately entertained him there, taking him 
after dinner with the Queen toa state ball, 
and otherwise showing his appreciation of the 
engineer’s labors and character. Sir Robert 
Peel formed a great friendship for Stephenson, 
and they visited each other at their respective 
houses, Sir Robert, when he was in wer, 
offered to create him a Knight, but Stephenson 
characteristically refused to make any change 
in his nameor life, He entertained some of the 

reatest B a eg in the land at his residence, 
deren ouse, near Chesterfield, in his latter 
days, and was received by the Duke of Devon- 
shire at Chatsworth, and the other notabilities 
of the county. 

LAST DAYS. 


It was a dignified and honorable leisure in 
which Stephenson spent his Jast days. He was 
always ready to give advice and assistance to 
young engineers who earnestly and honestly 
sought it. He frequently visited the me- 
chanics’ institutions of Chesterfield.and Der- 
byshire generally, and lectured to the mem- 
bers in his quiet, practical fashion. He also 


attended the great agricultural meetings, and 
talked as intelligently about farming as he did 
authoritatively about engineering. He was 
often to be seen walking about the streets of 
Chesterfield, generally dressed in black, a frock- 
coat with pockets behind, a white neckeloth, 
which set off his genial, ruddy complexion 
and white hair. He spoke to the last with a 
Northumbrian dialect, and maintained all the 
simple, unaffected habits which characterized 
his early career. Some years after the death 
of his first wife he married Elizabeth 
Hindmarsh, the daughter of a farmer 
at Black Callerton, to whom he was entirely 
devoted. They lived together ina happy and 
constant friendship, and died within two years 
of each other in the self-same month of August. 
No national monument marks the spot where 
he rests; no tribute has been erected to him in 
Westminster Abbey. But private enterprise 
and public recognition outside the Government 
have raised to him monuments at Newcastle- 
on-Tyne and opposite the Kuston Railway Sta- 
tion in London, and at Chesterfield a memo- 
rial hall, devoted to educational and public 
purposes, the project of Derbyshire men, as- 
sisted by the Duke of Devonshire, Lord Hart- 
ington, and some of the other territorial lords 
of the North Midland counties.

Sir: I beg leave to submit to the consideration of 
your Excellency the propriety of ie agen J the Legis- 

ature of the State to take suitable action for the 
entertainment of the gentlemen who will represent 
the French nation in general and the descendants of 
Gen. Lafayette and the Count de Rochambeau in par- 
ticular at the coming celebration of the victory of the 
allies at Yorktown. The family of Lafayette have 
been invited by public resolution of Congress, and the 
President of the United States, at its request, has ex- 
tended invitations to that of Rochambeau, and to the 
French Government. The Legislature of Rhode Island 
on whose soil the army under Rochambeau lande 

in the Summer of 1780, has authorized the Governor 
of that Stateto extend its hospitalities)to these gen- 
tlemen. In view of the fact that the soil of the 
State of New-York was, during the succeeding Sum- 
mer of 1781, the ground of the encampment of the 
allied armies and the scene of the celebrated feint 
upon the City of New-York, then held by the British, 
which had an important influence on the campaign 
which terminated in the victory at Yorktown, it seems 
and proper that similar action should be taken 

y the authorities of this State. On their return the 
French again encamped on the banks of the Hudson 
and repeated their menace of the year previous. 

The patriotic devotion of the citizens of this State to 
the cause of American Independence was amply 
shown, and itis her just pride that she was the only 
one‘of the 13 States which fully respondea to every re- 
quisition of Congress for men, money, and suppres. 
The State was fully represented on the field of York- 
town by her sons, under the command of the brother 
- ron illustrious predecessor, the first Governor of 
the State. 

These considerations, which seem to warrant the 
action proposed ‘to your Lp pny are respectfully 
submitted.

THE UNDERGROUND RAILROAD SCHEMR. 

Mr. John O’Brien and ex-Judge Joseph 8.

MEASURES DISCUSSED, ADOPTED, 
OR VETOED. 

JOHN FOLEY’S CLAIM—THBE OLEOMARGARINB 
AND METROPOLITAN TRANSIT BILLS 
YETOED—MISTAKE ABOUT A RESOLUTION 
—UNAUTHORIZED CHANGES IN A BILL 

AuBany, June 8.—There was a very mis- 
cellaneous lot of business transacted in the As- 
sembly to-day, relating to almost everything, 
from oysters and oleomargarine to railroads 
and rapid transit rogueries, Mr. Spinola, of 
New-York, opened with a speech in favor of 
advancing, out of its order, toa third reading 
a bill providing for the payment of a claim of 
about $12,000 to John Foley, the New-York 
reformer, who was eleeted and fought his way 
into tho Tweed Ring Board of Supervisors 
about ten years ago, and compelled the Ring 
to abolish the board, so as to keep him out of 
his seat. Mr. Spinola said Mr, Foley had ren- 
dered a great public service, and that the 
courts had unanimously adjudged him tohave 
been legally and duly elected. This bill is to 
reimburse him for his outlay in a long and 
costly single-handed struggle in assertion of a 
great public right and principle. Before a 
vote was reached on the motion made by Mr. 
Spinola, several Messages from the Governor 
came in, and the Foley bill was laid over until 
to morrow. 

The Governor sent to the House an elaborate 
Message announcing his veto of the bill intro- 
duced by Mr, Fenner, of Chautauqua, to regu- 
late the manufacture and sale of oleomarga- 
rine and imitation butter, and to prevent the 
use of artificial substances for coloring those 


roducts. Mr. Fenner moved that the bill 

@ passed over the veto. He said 
he held in his hand the _ opinion 
of the Attorney-General holding that the 
bill was constitutional, and at his request the 
opinion, signed by Deputy Attorney-General 
Ruggles, was read from the Clerk’s desk. Mr. 
Newman, of Kings, objected that this was 
only the opinion of a subordinate and not of 
the Attorney-General. Mr. Fenner began to 
read a written speech, in which he argued that 
the Governor was only human, and therefore 
liable to err, and that, in his belief, 
the Governor had erred, though honestly, in 
this matter. Mr, Newman rose to a point of 
order, claiming that the speech which Mr. 
Fenner was now about to inflict on the House 
was inflicted on the Governcr last Monday 
afternoon and had had no effect, and should 
not be repeated here. Mr. Fenner replied that 
that assertion was false, and he branded it 
right here as a falsehood. The Speaker ruled 
the point of order to be out of order and 
impertinent, Mr. Fenner resumed the reading 
of his speech, and was again interrupted by 
Mr. Newman, who called time under the five- 
minute rule. Mr. Fenner asked that his time 
be extended three minutes, and Mr. Crasper, 
the lard-cheese and, oleomargarine champion 
from St. Lawrence County, moved that Mr. 
Fenner be allowed the three minutes or half 
an hour if he needed it. The three 
minutes were allowed and Mr. Fenner pro- 
ceeded, and closed his address by saying 
that a rich, cunning, and fraudulent corpora- 
tion had thus far been triumphant over the 
hard-working dairyman, but that it was the 
duty of this Assembly to stamp it out. This 
question, he said, would determine whether the 
rich dairy lands of our State were to become a 
dreary, barren waste, and whether the cry of 
thousands of families to be allowed to 
pursue their honest calling in peace 
was to be heeded and their homes 
lett for their enjoymentand maintenance, Mr, 


Congdon, of Vaperengi, spoke in favor of 
the bill, and said he believed the time had 
about come when the Legislature should abol- 
ish the office of the Attorney-General and de- 
volve its powers and functions upon the Gov- 
ernor. he vote on the passage of 

and Tevare, 


the bill was then taken, 

Crapser, Hayes of New-York, Husted 
of Westchester, Newman, and Alvord 
explained their votes and voted ‘* No.’’ Messrs. 
Russell of Otsego, Steele of Oswego, and Fen- 
ner explained their votes and voted ‘* Aye.’’ 
The bill needed 86 affirmative votes to over- 
ride the veto, and was evidently lost, but before 
the vote was announced Mr. Fenner moved a 
call of the House, and it was lost oma viva 
voce vote. Then he called for a ‘count, but 
the count was against ordering the call, and 
the veto was sustained by a vote of 48 yeas to 
49 nays. 

A second Message from the Governor con- 
tained his objections to and veto of the Metro- 
politan Transit Company’s bill, providing for 
the building of what is known as the Swain 
Three-Tier Rapid Transit Road, in the City of 
New-York, The Governor says the bill is un- 
constitutional, and that by its provisions it. 
would necessitate the change of the lines of 
the two bridges over the arlem River. On 
motion of Mr. Browning, of New-York, the 
Message was laid on the table without present 
action, 

Mr. Spinola, of New-York, called the atten- 
tion of the House to the fact that the resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Moller yesterday, pro- 
viding for a suspension of the twenty-first 
joint rule of the Senate and Assembly had 

een forwarded, through inadvertence -per- 
haps, to the Senate for concurrence, This res- 
olution had for its object the reintroduction 
of the Forty-second-Street Railroad bill in the 
Senate, and he desired to say that 
it had not yet been adopted by this 
House. Mr. Moller, of Westchester, said 
he had been informed, only a few moments be- 
fore, of the fact by Mr. Skinner, Chairman of 
the Railroad Committee. Sinee then he had 
been to the Senate and there found the resolu- 
tion, and asked the Clerk of the Senate to send 
it back to the House. He had also requested 
the Clerk of the House to see that its return 
was procured promptly. The explation given 
to him was that it had been sent to the Senate 
by mistake of one of the assistant clerks. 

Mr. Brooks, of Richmond, asked unanimous 
consent to offer a resolution calling on the 
State Controller to report to the Assembly 
forthwith the cost and daily expense of the 
daily sessions of the Legislature, as well as the 
aggregate cost to the State thus far of the gen- 
eral Legislative session for 1881. The resolu- 
tion was objected to by Messrs. Alvord, Trim- 
er ' oa other members, and Mr. Brooks sub- 
side 

The bill to regulate the sale of oysters in this 
State was received from the Senate with an 
amendment providing that the commercial or 
trade bushel of oysters shall be the ‘‘even, or 
struck, measure ;” which is, im effect, that the 
oysters shall not be ‘“‘heaped,’’ but shall be 
simply level with the top of the bushel meas- 
ure, The amendment was concurred in, and 
the bill will go to the Governor for final ac- 
tion, 

About 10 days ago Mr. Skinner, Chairman 
of the Railroad Committee, called attention to 
some alterations which had been made in the 
Bruff? Brooklyn Elevated Railroad bill, after 
the pill had been passed by the Legislature. 
These alterations were not discovered until 
after the bill had been signed by the Governor 
and filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 
The effect of the words interpolated in the bill 
would be to permit the revival of the 
‘Sage charter” for what is known as the 
Brooklyn Steam Transit Company, a defunct 
organization that had once the power and right 
to run through all the streets of Brooklyn, or, 
as Mr. Waring, of Kings, to-day put it, ‘‘to 
run through a man’s parlor or bedroom if they 
wanted to.” At that time Mr. Jacobs intro- 
duced a new bill in the Senate similar in terms 
to the bill as origimally passed, and it was 
passed immediately. Mr. Skinner introduced 
the same bill, not printed, in the House. 
This morning Mr. Browning, of New-York, 
said be had discovered that the bill as 
it appears on the files in,the Department 
of State, has also been altered so as to affect 
the City of New-York, and that this altera- 
tion or provision was not made by the will or 
count of either house. In order that there 
might be no further mistake, he now moved 
that the new bill be recommitted to the Com- 
mittee on Railroads, with instructions to have 
it printed, and to embody the provisions of 
the bill originally passed, and that the com- 
mittee report the bill to the House within one 
week. The motion was carried. 

After the joint ballot, the Senate returned 
and transacted some unimportant Legislative 
business, when it adjourned for the day. Mr. 
Eidman, from the Railroad Committee, re- 
ported favorably a bill that was introduced by 
Senator Strahan two months ago, but has lain 
unacted upon in the committee until now. 
None of the Railroad Committee appears to 
know exactly what the bill means or what its 
object is. It was reported by the votes of 
Messrs. Rockwell, Madden, Eidman, and Ho- 
gan—four out of the seven members of the 
committee—and reads as follow:

RCANDALOUS STATEMENTS WRITTEN ABOUT 
A BROOKLYN CHUROHMAN. 


A scandal has been stirred up in the Twelfth- 
Street Reformed Church of Brooklyn, which yes- 
terday found its way into the Police courts. Mr. 
Charles G. Johnston, of No. 222 Eighth-street, is a 
Deacon inthe church. On the 20th of May, Mrs. 


Johnston, the wife of the Deacon, received the fol- 
lowing letter: 


BROOKLYN, May 19, 1881. 
Mrs. Johnston: 


DEAR SISTER: I deem it my duty to give you a little 
advice. I trust you will pardon me, but I feel serious- 
iy alarmed that scandal ona disgrace may result from 
the frequent and untimely visits of your husband to 
a house in Fifteenth-street. Of course, we know the 
purity of character and life of the lady, but untimel 
Visits, even on the part of a Deacon, will not furnis 
an excuse. The attention and incessant trotting at 
her feet, as well as his visits every Sunday afternoon 
from 2 to 3:30, when it is well known there is no one 
at home but herself, has caused considerable gossip in 
the neighborhood, and the lateness of the hour at which 
he leaves at night is not becoming to a Deacon of the 
church. A week ago Monday night he rang the bell 
and entered about 10 P. M. The family Legs 2 in bed 
he could not enter at the basement door as his usual 
custom is. Shortly after a gentleman of Fourteenth- 
street was seen to leave, wnile your husband remained 
until a very late hour. 

His statements of Christian work on Sunday and 
these evidences are not in harmony and are the cause 
of many comments. I have often wondered whether 
you know these things or not. It is plainly evident to 
every onein the church and prayer-meeting that he 
will leave neither meeting with you until she is ready 
to leave, and we often wonder how youstandit. Do 
not consider this as scandal.as my husband and I 
have talked the matter over and consider it a Christian 
duty to discharge toward you; that the character of a 
lady who is doing so much good in our midst may not 
be sullied or her usefulness impaired. Of course her 
reputation is unimpeachable, and we hope it will ever 
remain so. Therefore, we call your attention to these 
facts as the discharge of what we deem our Christian 
duty, before they become more public or he has dis- 
graced himself as a Deacon of our church. Yours, in 
Christ, MARY AND JOHN. 

Accompanied by his counsel, Deacon Johnston 
went to Justice Bergen’s court yesterday and ap- 
plied for a warrant for the arrest of John McElhin- 
ney, a painter, who resides on Fourteenth-street, 
near Fifth-avenue, and is also a member of the 
Twelfth-Street Reformed Church. In his com- 
plaint, Deacon Johnston alleges that the letter was 
written by one George W. Rogers at Brother Mc- 
Elhinney’s dictation, and that by the direction of 
the accused brother Rogers mailed the missive to 
Deacon Johnston's wife with the purpose of injuring 
the fame and good name of the complainant. After 
reading the complaint, Justice Bergen issued a 
warrant for McElhinney’s arrest. It is said that 
internecine quarrels, in which Deacon Johnston and 
brother McElhinney were participants on opposite 
sides, have disturbed the harmony of the Twelfth- 
Street Reformed Church before, and that some 
remarkable revelations will be made when the case 
comes into court.

DYING OF HYDROPHOBIA.

TERRIBLE STRUGGLES OF A BOY WHO WAS 


BITTEN BY A VICIOUS DOG, 


A vicious dog was shot in the area of the 
residence of Mr. F. Gibert, No. 298 Fifth-avenue, 
on the 2d of April. Several boys had been at- 
tacked and bitten by the animal, which was a 
half-bred Newfoundland bitch, on the West 
Side of the City, whence it had been chased. 
One of the boys, Frederick Herrman Kruger, 
aged 1144 years, died yesterday morning of hydro- 
phobia, at No. 360 West Forty-second-street. On 
the Ser that he was bitten he had just returned 
from the Fortieth-street public school, and was 
playing with another boy in front of his home 
when the animal came along from Eleventh-avenue 
pursued by men and boys. It jumped at Freder- 
ick, threw him in the gutter, and tried to seize him 
by the throat. The boy held his chin down, and 
the brute caught him by the nose and nearly 
bit off the end of it. The animal then 
escaped, and was seen later in the day 
at Thirty-first-street and Tenth-avenue. It was 
again chased and was killed by Officer Link, of the 
Twenty-ninth Preeinct. Mrs, Kruger sent for Dr. 
Alfred W. Maynard, of No. 358 West Forty-second- 
street, who cauterized the wound and stitched the 
end of the nose in place. The injuries healed, 
leaving an ugly scar, and the incident was almost 
forgotten. On Satarday Frederick, who had been 
playing in the street, went home and asked his 
mother fora drink of water. She gave him some 
in a glass from a hydrant in the yard, but when he 
attempted to raise it to his lips the muscles of his 
throat contracted spasmodically and his features 
became distorted. Handing the glass back to his 
mother, he said that he was ill and asked for water 
that was not cold. Mrs. Kruger gave him a glass 
of tepid water, but he was unable to swallow this 
and was seized with convulsions. Dr. May- 
mnard at once detected unmistakable symp- 
toms of hydrophobia. He administered hy- 
drate of chloral and bromide of potassiunt 
until the convulsions were allayed, but 
they returned whenever water was offered 
to the patient. Up to Tuesday the boy’s condition 
changed little, but in the afternoon of that day he 
imagined that dogs were under the bed trying to 
bite him, and that some one was in his room ready 
to shoot orcut him. He kept his hand over his 
nose as if to shield it, and screamed so loudly at 
times that he could be heard a block away. Vio- 
lent convulsions set in during the evening, and 
three posecns were required to hold him. Large 

uantities of mosputr were administered hypo- 

ermically every half-hour. In spite of this tho 
convulsions returned with increased force, and his 
cries, while they lasted, were agonizing. At 5:30 
o'clock yesterday morning, when he died, his strug: 
gle was so great that three strong men, who were 
holding him down in bed, were exhausted. It is 
said that another boy who was bitten in the cheek 
by the same dog lives in the neighborhood.

THR STRIKING STEAM-SHIP FIREMEN. 

The coastwise steam-ships Gate City, of the 
Savannah Line, and the Delaware, of the Charles- 
ton Line, both sailed yesterday afternoon. The 
firemen and coal-passers on the Delaware were 
non-union men, but those on the Gate City were 
stanch members of the union, who are receiving 
the increased rate of pay. The strikers claim that 
the City of Macon, of the same line, whieh will sail 
next Saturday, will carry union men in her engine- 
rooms. The chief-engineers of this line, they say, 
find it impossible to get along with tho green hands. 
The Saratoga, of Ward’s Line, and the City of 
Washington, of the Alexandre Line, will sail to-day 
for Havana. It is hoped by the strikers that union 
firemen will be taken onthe former. The crew of 
the latter have signed articles for the voyage. 
Only non-union men have been taken. Alexandre 
& Son have offered to take back the union men at 
the rates demanded if they will leave the organiza- 
tion. This the men refusetodo. There has been 
no disturbance whatever so far.

THE BREWERS AND THEIR MEN. 


> 
POLICEMEN RIDING ABOUT TOWN ON BEER 
WAGONS. 

The strike of the brewers’ workmen ap- 
peared, with one important exception, to be in the 
same condition yesterday as on the two previous 
days, althotigh the brewers themselves asserted that 
the backbone of the strike was broken. The 
brewers were fn session at the Steuben House from 
noon until about 3 o’clock, and a committee 
remained at the place of meeting until 6 
P. M. to receive reports concerning the strike. 
The Secretary said notice had been received that 
the workmen in all the breweries on Staten Island 
had returned to work on their employers’ terms, 
except those of Bechtel’s brewery, and that Bech- 
tel had secured new hands. This statement, how- 
ever, is denied on good authority. Reports from 
Brooklyn, he said, were almost equally encourag- 
ing. All of the breweries there were at 
work with the assistance of newly engaged hands. 
W. G. Abbott, of that city, had reported that he had 
8 full complement of new men and flattered himself 
that he had gained by the exchange. Fourteen of 
his old men had returned, he said, in the morning, 
and offered to go to work on the old terms, saying 
that they were heartily sick of the strike and of their 
leaders. He, however, refused to employ them. At 
William Maupal’s brewery, Williamsburg, all the 
men returned and asked to be put to work but 
were refused by Mr. Maupai, who said he had men 
enough. At the breweries of 8S. Liebmann’s 
Sons and Obermeyer & Leibmann, the men. it was 
said, asked to be put to work regardiess of the con- 
ditions of the union. Otto Huber reported that his 
men had returned to work without condition ex- 
eept as to the 12 hours’ limitation, and had notified 
a union committee which visited the brewery that 
they would stand by their employer. Asto the 
condition of things in this City, the brewers said 
that 14 of Oppermann & Muller’s men had uncon- 
ditionally returned to work, and that all of the 
drivers of George Ringler & Co. had also returned. 

The important exception as tothe condition of 
the strike already referred to is the fact that the 
men of allthe breweries who at first acceded to 
the ,union’s demands and romps wg declined to 
recognize it, struck yesterday. The brewers thus 
left in the lurch were H. Clausen & Son, Philip 
Schaefer, and Charles Rivinius. After Clausen’s 
men had struck he engaged other drivers, who, on 
attempting to leave the brewery, were threatened 
and turned back bythe strikers. Mr. Clausen then 
telegraphed for 12 policemen in citizens’ clothes 
mounted one on each wagon with the driver, and 
thus delivered his beer. This was the only in- 
stance of disorder manifested by the strikers dur- 
ing the day. The brewers’ Committee on Pub- 
lication especially desired to have a. con- 
tradiction made ef the_ statement pub- 
lished by a paper which has espoused the 
cause of the strikers, that a new man employed in 
in the brewery of Valentine Loewer had been killed 
by the work.on Tuesday. The man appeared at 
the brewers’ meeting yesterday, and testified that 
he was still living and well. The same committee 
also showed a telegram from 8. K. Nester, a large 
maltster of Geneva, N. Y., and the Assignee of 
Schwaner & Amend, who have hitherto been act- 
ing in sympathy with the strikers, saying that he 
had telegraphed that firm to join the brewers and 
not to deliverbeer to any one but its regular custom- 
ers; also, that he would come at once to this City 
on being notified that his presence is necessary. 
Word was received during the afternoon from 
Ballantine & Co., the largest brewers in Newark, 
N. J., that eight of their men had returned to work 
on the brewers’ conditions, and that five other men 
had asked to be allowed to return, but had been 
refused because they were the chief agitators of 
the strike. 

From another source it has been learned that all 
the strikers in Hudson County, N. J., went to work 
yesterday afternoon, with the exception of the 
men employed by William Peters, of Union Hill. 
Mr. Peters refuses to accede to the demand of the 
men, who ask that they be paid 50 cents an hour 
for Sunday work. 

In the afternoon aman called at the brewer’s 
meeting and said he had been deputized by the 
Executive Committee of the strikers’ union to ask 
aconference with the brewers. He was answered 
that the brewers were willing to confer with the 
men, individually or collectively, but that they 
would not recognize the union. 

The strikers met at 9 o’clock in Wendel’s Assem- 
bly Rooms, in West Forty-fourth-street. About 
700 men were present during most of the day. It 
was reported that 14 brewers were still acting 
with them, and that some of these had offered to 
subscribe $1,000 each toward carrying on 
the strike. The Secretary, however, when 
asked by Tue Trmes's reporter for the 
names of the brewers who had made the 
offer, replied that he would not my them away.” 
A little after noon the men of Philip Schaefer and 
Charles Rivinius, who had just hua marched into 
the hall, headed by brass bands, and were received 
with boundless enthusiasm. Several brewers, as 
Elias & Betz, for example, whose men have not 
yet struck, were notified that if they refused to 
deliver beer to the Boycotting customers of other 
brewers who may apply for it, their men would be 
ordered to strike to-day. It was said that 40 men 
jomed the union yesterday, and that among them 
were eight new men, who had been obtained by 
Clausen & Son from Albany to replace the strikers. 
The Secretary of the strikers’ Executive Committee 
denied many of the statements made by the brewers 
as ve men in Brooklyn and elsewhere returning to 
WOrk. ; 

The foremen, who by the rules of the workmen’s 
union are not allowed to join it, held a meeting 
late yesterday afternoon atthe Germania Assem- 
bly Rooms, and resolved to stand by the brewers, 
nottoemploy any union men, and not to employ 
any men who could notshowa written discharge 
from some brewery. 

At the Brewers’ Employment Agency, No. 12 
Frankfort-street, it was said last evening that 50 
men had been engaged during the day and put at 
work in various breweries. 

The brewers’ workmen in Newark, N. J., held a 
meeting last evening, and adopted resolutions not 
to resume work until their demands are acceded to. 


LOCAL BUSINESS TROUBLES. 


FLIGHT OF A CLOTHING-DEALER, LEAVING 
UNPAID DEBTS OF $20,000. 

Isaac 8. Bloch, manufacturer of clothing at 
No. 18 Mercer-street, has fied, leaving unpaid debts 
estimated at upward of $20,000. Some of his 
creditors think he has gone to Europe, while others 
are of the opinion that he went te Canada. He has 
been in business about nine years, and managed to 
build up quite a fair credit, which he lately availed 
himself of by purchasing a large amount of goods, 
giving notes for 60 and 90 days. These fell due the 
last week in May, and when the notes were pre- 
sented for payment, Mr. Bloch could not be found 


at his store, and his son, who was in charge, gave 
no eatidtnotory explanation,of his father’s absence. 
The stock had nearly all been removed, and the 
creditors learned that he had previously been col- 
lecting most of the debts due him, offering as lar 
as 20 percent. discount for cash. Several of the 
creditors at once resorted to legal proceedings, ob- 
tained attachments from Judge Donohue, of the 
Supreme Court, and Deputy Sheriff Ahern seized 
what assets remained a few days ago, consisting of 
clothing and fixtures worth, sohaniy. $1,000. The 
attaching creditors are Julius Rosenberg, $500; 
Callman Rouss, $2.468 90; Anspach & Schwartz, 
$490 22; Ferdinand Mayer, $700; Bates, Reed & 
Cooley, $700. In the application for attachment by 
Julius Rosenberg it is alleged that Bloch has ab- 
sconded and fied to Europe, and the affidavit of 
Gustave Harrison is appended, in which he avers 
that on May 24 Blochtold him that business was 
very bad and he was going to Europe and would 
send for his family afterward; he also asked Harri- 
son to find out the price of a ticket, and requested 
him not to tell anybody that he was going away. 
The amount of Bloch’s debts so far as known is 
$16,000, but other claims will probably increase it 
to over $20,000. 

Samuel Goodware. dealer in dry goods and boots 
and shoes at Nos. 191 and 193 Grand-street, made 
an assignment yesterday to Charles Sommerfield, 
giving eight preferences aggregating $12,882 90, 
among which were Mendel Friedman, $2,432 10; 
Nathan Wald, $2,200; Rosa Wald, $2,800. He has 
been in the dry goods business a number of years, 
and opened the shoe store about two years ago. 
Recently he made heavier purchases than usual, 
which caused considerable inquiry in the trade 
and impatred his credit, and some firms refused to 
sell him on 60 days, which he asked. He explained 
the purchases by stating that he intended to carry 
a heavier stock, and about a week ago claimed to 
sare. stock on hand of $12,000, and to owe only

THE CORPORATION ISSUE 


MERCHANTS DISCUSSING ‘THE Ala 
BANY CONTEST. 

A STRONG ARRAIGNMENT OF THE RAILROADG§ 
—LIVELY DEBATE OVER MR. DEPEW’S 
CANDIDACY — IMPORTART HARBOS 
CHANGES PROPOSED. 


The last regular meeting of the Board o 
Trade and Transportation, prior to the usual Sum+ 
mer recess, was held yesterday afternoon. Mr. F. 
B. Thurber, from the Committee on Railroad Trans« 
portation, presented a long report defining the 
present position of the contest between the people 
and the railroads, and arguing, first, that railroad 
rates of transportation are not reasonable; second; 
that railroads do not fix their charges upon that 
basis of fair and impartial treatment to all person# 
and places which the public have a right to expect 
from common carriers, and third, that the great 
corporate interests of the country are responsible 
for.the corruption of our elections, our legislation, 
and our courts, which has become a matter a 
gtave public concern. The report begins in thig 
way: 

“The Committee on Rallroad Transportation of 
this board respectfully report that no legislation 
remedy the abuses of railroad management is like! 
to pass the present Legislature. The bill providin 
Board of Kailroad Commissioners in this State simi 
to thatof Massachusetts passed the Assembly by 
decisive vote, but it then went to the Senate, where | 
has since been held by the Railroad Committee of th 
body, and a careful canvass leaves your commit 
but little hope of its passage. A majority of {ts meu 
bers were elected in the railroad interest, and the 
Railroad Committee was arranged to their satisfaci 
tion, with Senator Wagner, President of the Vander 
bilt Drawing-room Car Company, as its Chairman, 
This cause, in which the public have a vital interes 
is being tried with a packed jury, and before a Jud 
who hasa pecuniary interest in its being adversely 
deciaed. The killing of so reasonable and conserv: 
tive abill as that establishing a Roard of Railr 
Commissioners shows that the management of th 
New-York Central Railroad is not willing to submit ta 
ey eee or regulation in the interest of th 
public, and as an illustration of how much the publi 
will stand, the legislative attorney of that Ady 
through which these results have been attained, is q 
leading candidate for United States Senatorial hon/ 
ors.” 


It concludes with the following resolutions: 

Resolved, Thatin the past the mass of the peop! 
have not given enough attention to the importan 
subject of the relations of pyro to the public, 
and that it is the duty of all classes of citizens ta 
oar work, both tically and otherwise, to elim< 
inate the defects and abuses in corporate management 
which now bear so heavily upon the material interests 
of our State and country. 

Resoived, That we view with apprehension the per 
sistent efforts now being made by the great corpora- 
tions of the country to control the legisiative and judi< 
cial departments of our Government. That In th 
coming election of United States Senators from thi 
State party considerations are of less importance te 


the public interest than the selection of men who are 
free from corporate affiliations, and we earnestly res 
qust the members of our Legislature to give serioug 
consideration to this subject.

Mr. Thurber moved the adoption of the report. 
Mr. A. B. Miller seconded the motion, and read 
from a pamphiet some extracts from an addresg 
delivered by President Garfield before the Literary 
Society of Hudson College, near Cleveland, Obio, 
on July 2, 1873, entitled “‘The Future of the Re 
public—Its Dangers and Its Hopes,” in which the 
President took the ground that corporations wer¢ 
fast drifting into a species of commercial feudak 
ism which it would be necessary to regulate by 
law. Mr. Miller sald that having learned accident- 
ally that such an address had been delivered, he 
wrote to Mr. Garfield, and in return received the 
copy then in his possession, He immediately wrote: 
for more, but the President answered that the 
others had been all distributed. Mr. Miller there- 
upon wrote again offering to print 6,000 copies, 
President Garfield gave his consent, and asked for 
60. Mr. Miller sent bim 100. 

Mr. Charlies Watrous moved as an amendment 
that the words, “and as an illustretion of how 
much the public will stand the legislative attorney 


.of that road, through which these results have been

Senatorial honors,” be stricken out of the report. 
Mr. Thurber said in explanation of why the objec- 
tionable words had been inserted: ' We as a board 
have been working for the past six or seven years 
for a Railroad Commission. We have been 
thwarted mainly through the instrumentality of a 
gentleman who fs the leading candidate of a faction 
of the Republican Party. e worked day in and 
day out for that ro in a manner which I don’t 
think was justified by the principlesof right and 
wrong. en there are so many other good men 
in the State equally eligible it seems absurd to 
say that he is the only man that can 
be selected. Ihave no objection to Mr. Depew 
personally. He isaclever, genial gentleman, an 
if he con!d be divorced trom his wrong-doing [ 
would bethe first to support him. It has been sai 
that if he should be elected he would change, an 
protect the interests of the public as resolutely ag 
in the past he has protected the interests of the 
railroads. I wish I could think so. If this discus- 
sion had not come up I would not divulge what [ 
am abont to say. To my knowledge a distinct, 
specific request was made to Mr. Depew within a 
week asking whether, in case of his election. that 
would be his course. A week has gone by and 
he has not thought it worth his while to an- 
ewer. The request was made by a personal 
friend of his, who, I think, is entitled tae 
his confidence. I do not think, therefore, that Mr. 
Depew will be able to divorce himself entirely: 
from the interests of the railroads in the event o 
his election to the United States Senate, and 
believe that this board can hardly do less than 
state that these results have been attained by the 
man who is now a candidate. Iam of the opinion, 
that many men can be found who can be trusted; 
not to work for the repeal of the Thurman act and 
who will not devote their energies to packing the 
United States Supreme Court Bench. 

Mr. Watrous claimed that he had not mentioned 
Mr. Depew’s name. His objection had been put 
on purely personal grounds. To adopt the report 
unaltered would be to give offense to Messrs. Du« 
guid, Skinner, and other supporters of Mr, Depew, 
who had heretofore assisted the board. Mr. White 
said he could not agree with the last speaker. We 
are, he said, in the midst of a tremendous fight in 
this country, and we have got to come outand 
speak plain and say just what we think, In my 
opinion one of the worst things that can happen to 
the itnterests of the people who are working for 
the amelioration of these evils will be to have Mr. 
Depew elected. 

Mr. M. M. Vail supported Mr. Watrous. The 
Legislature, he said, is endeavoring to elect Sena- 
tors in place of those who ignominiously ran away 
from their duty. Its members know best on whom 
they can combine. He considered it of very great 
importance that the new Senators should be in ac- 
cord with the Administration, and that the great 
State of New-York should be represented in the 
United States Senate. Here the President called 
him to order. Proceeding, Mr. Vail said that if the 
Legislature could not get the men they wanted 
they had a right to choose the next best that of- 
fered.

Mr. Thomas P. Ball, from the Committee on 
Ocean Transportation. reported in favor of the fol< 
lowing recommendations: First, favorin an 
amendment to the law of 1875 so as to restrict of 
prevent the further shedding of piers unless at tne 
expense of bona fide pier-owners, in which case the 
latter shall have no special privileges over the gen- 
eral public not confined by their leases; second, 
favoring the removal of the East River dry docks 
to some place in the harbor where they will be les¢ 
inthe way than at present; third. favoring the 
transfer of all the present steam-ship and Sound 
steamer berths to permanent berths on the East 
River above the bridge; fourth, favoring the im- 
mediate cutting of a ship canal from the East te 
the North River, where Spuyten Duyvil Creek now 
flows, and requiring vessels of suitable draft intend« 
ing to use the East River only asa passage-way te 
and from Long Island Sound to use that canal; 
fifth, advocating the establishment of a permanent 
Department of Commerce, to consist of the Mayor, 
Controller, and the Presidents of the various com- 
mercial organizations, which shall replace all existe 
ing departments, bureaus, commissions, &0., now 
having any duties appertaining to the commerce of 
this port. The report was adopted.

REASONS WHY THE GRANT SHOULD 
BE FORFEITED. 

FAILURE OF THE COMPANY TO COMPLY 

WITH ITs TERMS—ITS PRESENT IWA- 

BILITY TO DO 80—A RESERVATION NIs- 


USED. 

It is more than 10 years since Congress 
passed an act giving the Texas Pacific Railroad 
Compapy 4n enormous land grant of 15,000,000 
acres along the line of its proposed route. During 
the intervening time the company has failed to 
comply with the terms of the grant, and it is now 
out of its power to do so, as appears from the 
statements which are given below. The company, 
whichis thus in danger of losing the last vestige 
of aright to claim the land, has been endeavoring, 
as is reported by telegraph from Santa Fé, to sell 
it to the Southern Pacific, whose road is built over 
the route. Something, even, like an attempt at 
coercing the Southern Pacifico in the matter is 
hinted at. On the other hand, a strong opposition 
against permitting the Texas Pacificto make any 
use of the land grant has sprung up, and copies 
are circulated of a petition to Secretary Kirkwood, 
of the Interior Department, calling upon him and 
the Executive to take steps to have the lands put 
back again into the publicdomain. The facts on 
which the appeal is based are very convincingly 
put in the petition, the text of which is appended: 


Zo the Hon. 8. J. Kirkwood, Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, Washington, D. C.: “ 

Sr: The undersigned petitioners, residents of

Be it known to the Honorable Secretary, and to 
‘whomsoever ¢lse it may concern, that by the terms 
of an act of Congress approved March 3, 1871, (U. 
8. Statutes, vol. 16, pp. 578-579,) there were condi- 
tionally granted to the Texas and Pacific Railroad 
Company some 15,000,000 of acres of the public 
land, situated in the Territories of New-Mexico 

nd Arizona, on the proposed line of road between 

1 Paso, in the State of Texas, and Fort Yuma, in 
the State of California. : 

, Section 9 of said act, defining the grant, is as fol- 
ows: 

Sec. 9. That for the purpose of aiding in the con- 
gtruction of the railroad and telegraph line herein 

rovided for there is hereby granted to the said Texas 

acific Railroad Company, its successors and assigns, 
every alternate section of public land, not mineral, 
designated by odd numbers, to the amount of 20 
alternate sect a mile, on each side of said rail- 
road line, as such line may be adopted by said com- 
any, through the Territories of the United States,and 
0 alternate sections of land per mile on each side of 
aid railroad in California, where the same shall not 
ave been sold, reserved, or otherwise disposed of by 
the United States, and to which a pre-emption or nome- 
tead claim may not have attached at the time the 
ine of said road is definitely fixed. In case an 
of said lands shall have been sold, reserved, 
occupied, or pre-empted, or otherwise disposed of, 
other lands shali pe selected in lieu thereof by said 
Qmpany, under the direction of the Secretary of the 
nterior, in alternate sections, and designated by odd 
numbers, not more than 10 miles beyond the limits of 
said alternate sections first above named, and not in- 
cluding the reserved numbers. If in the too near ap- 
roach of the said railroad line to the boundary of 
exico the number of sections of land to which the 
company is entitled cannot be selected immediately 
on the line of said railroad, or in lieu of mineral lends 
excluded from this grant, a like quantity of unoccu- 
pied and unappropriated agricultural lands, in odd- 
numbered sections, nearest the line of said railroad 
may be selected as above provided; and the 
word “ mineral,” where {t oecurs in this act, shall 
not be held to Include iron or coal. Provided, how- 
ever, that no public lands are hereby granted within 
the State of California further than 20 miles on 
each side of said road, except to make up deficiencies 
nas aforesaid, and then not to exceed 20 miles from the 
lands originally granted. The term “ship’s chan- 
nel,” as used in this bill, shall not beconstrued as con- 
veying any greater right to said company to the 
water-front of San Diego Bay thanit may acguire by 
gift, grant, purchase, or otherwise, except the right of 
ay,as hereingranted. And provided further, thatall 
such iands so granted by this section to said company 
which shall not be sold, or otherwise disposed of, as 
rovided in this act, within three years after the com- 
letion of the entire road, shall be subject to settle- 
ment and pre-emption like other lands, at & price to 
be fixed by and paidtosaid company, not exceeding 
an average of two doijlars and fifty cents per acre for 
@ll the lands herein granted. 


Said graut was made upon the following terms 
and conditions: 

Sec. 17. That the said Texas Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany shall commence the construction of its road 
Simultaneously at San Diego, in the State of Califor- 
nia, andfroma point at or near Marshall, Texas, as 
bereinbefore described, and so prosecute the same as 
jo have at least 50 consecutive miles of railroad from 
sach of said points complete and in running order 
within two years after the passage of this act, and so 
continue to construct each year thereafter a sufficient 
number of miles to secure the completion of the 
whole line from the aforesaid point on the eastern 
boundary of the State of Texas to the B of San 
Diego, in the State of California, as aforesaid, within 
10 years after the passage of this act, and upon failure 
to so complete it Congress may adopt such measures 
as it may deem necessary and proper to secure its 
speedy compiction. . 

By an amendment approved May 2, 1872, (17 U. 8.

That thesaid Texas and Pacific Railway 
Company shall commence the construction of its road 
ft or near Marshall, Texas, and proceed with its con- 
struction under the original act and this supplement, 
orin pursuance of the authority derived from any 
consolidation as aforesaid, westerly from a point near 
Marshaliand toward San Diego, in the State of Cali- 
fornia, on the line authorized by the original act, and 
BO prosecute the same as to have at least 100 consecu- 
tive miles of railroad from said point complete and in 
running order within two years after the passage of 
this act, and so continue to construct each year 
thereafter a sufficient number of miles, ndt 
less than 100, to secure the completion 
of the whole line from. the aforesaid point 
pn the eastern boundary of the State of 
Texas tothe Bay. of San Diego, in the State of Califor- 
nia, as aforesaid, within 10 years after the passage of 
this act; and said road, from Marshall, Texas, 
throughout the length thereof shall be of uniform 
gauge. Hfrovided, however, that the said company 
shali commence the construction of said road from 
San Diego eastward within one year from the passage 
of this act, and construct not less than 10 miies before 
the expiration of second year, and after the second 
year not less than twenty-five miles per annum in 
rontinuous line thereafter, between San Diego and the 
Colorado River, until the junction is formed with the 
line from the East at the latter point or east thereof, 
and upon failure to so complete it Congress may 
adopt such measures as it may deem neccessary and 
proper to secure its speedy completicn; and it 
shall also be lawful for said company to com- 
mence and prosecute the construction of its 
line from any other point or points on its 
line, but nothing in this act contained shall be so con- 

trued as to authorize the grant of any additional 
fands or subsidy of any nature or kind whatsoever on 
the part of the Goveernment of the United States: 
Provided, that said Texas and Pacific Railway Oom- 

any shall ve and it is hereby authorized and required 

© construct, maintain, control, and operate a road 
between Marshall, Texas, and Shreveport, La., or 
control and operate any existing road between said 
ints of the same gauge as the sald Texas and Pacific 
ailroad, and that all roads terminating at Shreve- 
port shall have the right to make the same runnin 
connections, and shall be entitled to the same privi- 
leges for the transaction of business, in connection 
with the said Texas and Pacific Railway, as are grant- 
ed to roads intersecting therewith: Provided further, 
that nothing herein shail be construed as changing 
the terminus of said Texas and Pacific Raliway from 
Marshall, as provided in the original act. 

It is notorious, and will not be gainsaid, that the 
requirements of either of these acts have not been, 
and cannot now, be complied with, Neither the 
**50 consecutive miles in each year,"’ northe ‘100 

‘sonsecutive miles in each year,” have been con- 
structed at the Texas end of the line; nor has 
any road whatever been constructed at the Cali- 
fornia end of the line; nor has there been “a suf- 
ficient number of miles completed in each year”— 
nor indeed in the entire interval—‘to secure the 
completion of the whole line, as aforesaid,’”’ within 
the allotted 10 years’ time. It isa manifest impos- 
sibility for the company to comply with the terms 
of the grant, and so far as the public lands west of 
the Rio Grande are concerned the opportunity to 
earn them has lapsed, and under the terms of the 
grant they cannot become railroad lands. 

No road whatever has been constructed by this 
ey west of the Rio Grande, or within hun- 
dreds of miles of this reservation in its tavor, and 
the necessity or motive for building its proposed 
line through has passed away. All pretext or ex- 
cuse for offering as an inducement so enormous a 
bounty as 25,600 acres per mile of road is rendered 
Buperfiuous and ill-timed by the fact that another 
company, the Southern Pacific, has constructed its 
road along the same route, right through the belt 
of lands originally reserved, and has done so with- 
out the stimulus or expectation of any land grant 
thereon. Whatever reasons may have weighed in 
favor of aiding the lines to the Pacific years ago 
have now lost their force with the public senti- 
ment, and, in this instance, their pertinency also. 


Meanwhile, this immerse extent of country on 
vither side of the line, forming a belt of nearly 600 
milesin the Territories and for 200 miles in Cali- 
tornia, with a width of 80 miles in the former and 
{0 miles in the latter, is withdrawn from sale, pre- 
pmption, or homestead entry, and virtually closed 
against public settlement. Neither the Govern- 
ment nor the railroad company are able to dispose 
pf the lands and give title therefor. The prac- 
tical operation of this state of things isto delay 
the survey and occupancy of the non-mineral 
lands, and greatly to hinder the prosperity of the 
agricultural interests of the Territories. How long 
this fictitious, unnatural barrier is to remain can 
only be conjectured. All legitimate motive and ra- 
tional expectation of the grantee company build- 
ing a road parallel to the Southern Pacific through 
these long barren stretches is removed, but the 
lands remain tied up all the same, for the benefit of 
a road never to he built. 

It is obvious that these forfeited lands have been 
for some time and are now again at the disposal 
pf the Goverrment. No vested rights have inter- 
vened, nor can they. Public policy, no less than 
strict interpretation of the law, requires that all 
these reserved lands should be restored to the public 
domain without delay. The contention urged in be- 
half of the Atlantic and Pacific grant along the thir- 
ty-fifth parallel—that the grant survived until the 
road was built, unless previously revoked—can not 
end ought not to apply to that of the Texas Pacific. 
Of right these lands should be opened to sale and 
entry the same as other public lands, and pe 
benefited py proximity to a railroad the road in 
operation has been built without such aid from the 
Government, and therefore the lands should be 
offered at the minimum rate of $1 25peracre, The 
Government, now having the whole instead of the 
palf, would realize as much to its Treasury as if 

alf the lands had been disposed of as the act 
originally designed. 

' Believing that it is theaim of all government, 
3nd of the incumbent Administration in particular,

the people, we appeal! confidently to the Secretary 
and to the Executive to take such steps as equity 
and good government dictate to have these closed 
lands put back into the public domain, where they 
evidently belong, and thereby grant us reasonable 
relief in the premises. For the welfare of those in

THE RENTING OF ARMORIES— RECEIPTS 
FROM STREET RAILROADS. 

The Commissioners of the Sinking Fund met 

in Mayor Grace’s office yesterday and authorized 


- Controller Campbell to lease the Ford Building, at 


Broadway and Forty-fourth-street, for the Twelfth 
Regiment Armory, for one year, at $16,000. The 
Controller submitted a report on the petition of 
the Eighth Regiment, asking for the ground 


bounded by- Third and Lexington avenues 
and Sixty-seventh and Sixty-eighth streets. 
The report closed with a  recommenda- 
tion that the petition be denied because 
the site was too near the Seventh Regiment Ar- 
mory, and it was better to have armories scattered 
about the City in case of mobs and riots. Mr. 
Campbell’s report was adopted, and then he pre- 
sented another report, showing that since January, 
1870, the street railroads had paid to the City $142,- 
250 as license fees, $88,278 28 as percentages on re- 
ceipts, and $217,000 for franchises bought at public 
auction, making a total of $447,528 23. The amount 
claimed to be due to the City for unpaid license 
fees is $831,612, but many suits involving portions 
of this amount are now pending. so that the sum 
really due to the City cannot be ascertained. 
On motion of Recorder Smyth the report was 
referred to the Corporation ; Counsel, with a 
request to the latter to doallin his power tose- 
cure to the oy its just dues. Controller Camp- 
bell said he had learned that on Tuesday the State 
Senate passed a bill regarding the taxation of real 
estate owned by corporations, which hé’ believed 
to be a dangerous measure. It provided that 
money paid to the City by corporations for license 
fees, percentages, &c., this year, should be 
deducted from the tax on the corporations’ 
real estate next year. It was sim- 
ply permitting railroad and ferry companies, 
for example, to take money out of one 
pocket and put it into another without any benefit 
to the City Treasury. He therefore offered a reso- 
lution protesting against the final passage of the 
bill by the Legisiature. The resolution was adopted 
and will be sent to the Governor and the Speaker 
of the Assembly. A report from the Commission- 
ers of Accounts showing that the par value of 
the stocks and bonds held for investment by the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners was $33,000,000 was

A MASONIC EDICT REVOKED 


-—-—-—>—- 
THE HAND OF FELLOWSHIP 
TENDED TO CONNECTICUT. 
SECOND DAY’S PROCEEDINGS OF THE NEW- 
YORK GRAND LODGE—MILEAGE AND PER 
DIEM COMPENSATION RESTORED—THE 
BOARD OF RELIEF’S REPORT. 

The Grand Lodge assembled at 9 o’eclock 
yesterday morning, Grand Master Anthony pre- 
siding. The session was opened with prayer by 
the Rev. J. G. Webster, Grand Chaplain. The 
Grand Master announced that in accordance with 
the direction given by the Grand Lodge on Tues- 
day in the resolution offered by R. W. Brother Wil- 
liam 'T. Woodruff, he had revoked the edict of non- 
intercourse with the brethren hailing from the ju- 
risdiction of the Grand Lodge of the State of Con- 
necticut. The announcement was received with 
loud applause. The appointment of R. W. Frank 
R. Lawrence as Chief Commissioner of Appeals, in 
the place of the late R. W. Andrew E. Suffern, 
which was made by the Grand Master ad interim, 
Was announced, and unanimously confirmed by 
the Grand Lodge. 

R. W. Brother Woodruff brought forward for dis- 
cussion the proposed amendment to the statutes 
restoring to the past elected and installed grand 
officers the mileage and per diem compensation as 


representatives of which they were deprived by a 
vote of the Grand Lodge at its last session. The 
brethren affected by the amendment are entitled to 
a vote in the Grand Lodge, and until last 
year received pay and mileage. At the 
session of 1880 an amendment to the 
statutes was adopted on a vote by lodges, 1,810 
voting in the affirmative and 890 in the negative, 
cutting off the compensation. Just previous to the 
close of that session an amendment was proposed 
restoring the mileage and payto the past grand 
officers, and this amendment was the one brought 
up for action yesterday. Its adoption was urged 
by Brother Woodruff and rears by W. B. Doane, 
of Marsh Lodge, who called foravote on the 
amendmen by lodges. The amendment was 
adopted by a vote of 1,113in the affirmative and 
1,031 in the negative. 

W. Jacob Rothschild, President of the Masonio 
Board of Relief, presented the report of that 
boay for the year ending May 14, 1881, from which 
it appears that the receipts were $1,514 84, and the 
disbursements $1.157 09, (of which $804 18 was for 
charity,) leaving a balance on hand of $357 75. In 
referring to the labors of the board in discriminat- 
ing between the worthy and unworthy applicants 
for charity, the report says that it was found 
necessary to notify the contributing lodges 
that there were eight persons found, after 
careful investigation, to be impostors, and 
entirely unworthy of assistance from the 
Masonic fraternity. Applications had been re- 
ceived from unaffiliated Masons and the 
widows and orphans of unafiiliates. Many of 
these applicants were tin — distress, but pur- 
suant to a resolution passed in 1880, they were de- 
nied relief. Until the funds of the board were aug- 
mented by increased dues of membership, it did 
not, in the opinion of the board, appearto be sound 
judgment to change the existing regulation in this 
particular. Arrangements were made during the 
year by which lodgings and meals were furnished 
to distressed Masons on the order of the Committee 
on Charity. The board also arranged with the 
manager of a line of ocean steam-ships to take 
foreign Masons to England at reduced rates, or free 
on freight ships where the applicants were physically 
able to work their passage. During the year there 
was but one applicant claiming to hail from Con- 
necticut, but owing to the interdict of fraternal 
intercourse the applicant was not examined, nor 
was there any relief extended him from the funds 
of the board. The Charity Committee, however, 
were so well satisfied from his manner and person- 
al appearance that the man was in distress and 
worthy of help, that he was assisted by a personal 
contribution irom the members of the committee. 
The sum of $173 09 was received in repayment 
from lodges and individuals immediately {n- 
terested or relieved. In no case had any 
part of this sum been demanded by_ the 
board from the person relieved or the lodge 
claiming him as a member. The repayment had 
been entirely voluntary. Among the brothers re- 
lieved were two colored Masons, one hailing from 
Scotland and the other from Nova Scotia. From 
the statistics furnished ir the report it appears that 
the percent. of applicants hailing from England 
was 12.36; from Ireland, 8.42, and from Scotland, 
5.91; the per cent. of the three together being 26.69. 
The amounts paid to applicants hailing from the 
three countries aggregated $203 35, or a little less 
than one-fourth of the total amount paid to appli- 
cants. If all the English possessions were included 
in this aggregate, the amount paid would equal 
37.03 per cent. of the total. Had the committee 
been able to satisfy themselves by examination of 
the Masonic standing of the 54 applicants hailing 
from all parts of the British Empire who were not 
relieved, the donations to such applicants would 
have reached a much larger proportion of the 
aggregate. The amount given to foreigners 
exceeded by $742 the amount given to Masons 
of this country. Ofthe United States, New-York 
showed the largest number of applications, and the 
greatest amount of donations. The present officers 
of the board were: Jacob Rothschild, President; 
William R. Denham, First Vice-President; John W. 
Carr, Second: Vice-President: Charles R. Scribner, 
Third Vice-President; William Delamater, Secre- 
tary; Stephen M. Wright, Treasurer; Joseph Kauf- 
mann, Henry ¥F. Herkner, John EK. Flagler, Finance 
Committee. The report was received and the 
Grand Lodge then took a recess until 2 P. M. 

On reassembiing, M. W. John W. Simons pre- 
sented the report of tne Committee on Foreign 
Correspondence, which was ordered to be entered 
on the minutes of the Grand Lodge. The proposed 
amendment to the statutes giving mileage and per 
diem compensation to the Trustees of the Hall and 
Asylum Fund in attendance on the sessions of the 
Grand Lodge the same as other grand officers, was 
adopted. As there was no business ready for con- 
sideration, the Grand Lodge adjourned until 9 
o'clock this morning, to afford the brethren an op- 
portunity to attend the funeral of R. W. Robert 
H. Thomas, Grand Librarian. During the session 
yesterday, M. W. Samuel B. Dick, Grand Master; 
R. W. Michael Nisbet, Grand Secretary, and R. W. 
Thomas R. Patton, Grand Treasurer, of the Grand 
Lodge of Pennsylvania; M. W. Charles Vinson 
Grand Master of Rhode island, and R. W. Edward 
Wright, Deputy Grand Master of Massachusetts, 
were introduced and received with fraternal greet- 
ings. The election of grand officers will take place 
at 10 o’clock this morning.

One of the oddest defenses yet attempted 
of’ Mr. ConKkLIne’s course was that offered 
by Senator: WinsLow yesterday... He said 
that as the;State Senate and Assembly 
had adopted.a resolution in favor of Judge 
RosERTson’s ; confirmation,. and as Mr.. 
ConkKLinG had been unable to comply with 
the request to vote for that confirmation, he 
‘was justified in resigning his seat and ap- 
‘pealing for “‘ vindication” to the Legisla- 
‘ture. That is to say, it was a proper thing 
for Mr. CongLING to appeal to the 
Spody he had disobeyed for a formal 
approval of hisZdisobedience. This some- 
what Hibernian line of argument would 
be.a little more intelligible if, on the refusal 
of his application for vindication, the appli- 
cant.had quietly retired to private life. But 
Mr. Conxurnc has, so far, declined to 
accept the plain negative to his request for 
re-election, and has taken his {stand on the 
implied , declaration that if he cannot be 
elected no;one else will. This is as unlike 
the docile;surrender of a trust which he 
could not‘discharge in conformity with his 
Instructions as could well be imagined, and 
suggests the necessity of finding some theory 
of his action which will fit the facts, 


. Mr. Wrxvom is proving a very approach- 
able man to the newspaper reporters. A 
flay or two since he granted a long inter- 
view to a reporter of the Pioneer-Press, (St. 
Paul,) in which he explained very frankly 
the operations connected with refunding.

As set 
forth ina petition addressed to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, no road what- 
ever has been constructed by the

cific corporation should be allowed on the 
basis of a forfeited charter to play the réle of 


dog in the manger by crippling an enterprise 
which it tailed to carry out even under the 


powerful stimulus of a bounty of 25,600 
acres for every mile of road. 


Gen. SHERMAN is so nervous and so frank 
a speaker that his addresses are always read 
with a certain apprehension that he may say 
something which will raise a breeze. His 
speech at the reunion of the veterans of the 
Army of the Potomac, yesterday, was thor- 
oughly good-natured, however, and the on- 
slaught which he made upon JEFFERSON 
Davis's: so-called history was not tinged 
with the acerbity which often marks the ut- 


terances of the grizzled veteran commander. 
It is quite natural that Gen. SHERMAN should 


take exceptions to Davis’s inflated denun- 


ciation of the removal of the non-combat- 


ants from Atlanta and the alleged Federal 
burning of Columbia. The truth of the 
matter is, as Gen. SHERMAN shows, that the 
removals from Atlanta were in the interest 


of humanity, and have been approved by 


Confederate soldiers. The world will never 


be of one opinion asto who burned Colum- 
bia, but SHERMAN, who was there, once 
more denies, with emphasis, the reiterated 
tale of Davis, who was not there, that the 


conflagration was kindled by Union troops, 
or by the order of any Union officer. 


MR. CONKLING’S FUTURE. 
The New-York Herald, a journal which 
since the resignation of Mr. ConKLine has 


maintained toward him the relations of a 


personal organ, as nearly as its independ- 
ence and impartiality would allow, yester- 
day made that gentleman’s future the sub- 


ject of an interesting article. It pointed out 


that the course of the Republican ma- 


jority in the Legislature in refusing 
to enter a caucus’ had _. destroyed 
the machinery . of the party; that 
the successor of Senator CoNKLING as a 


Republican leader, whoever he might be, 


would find himself incapable of conducting 


a party whose representatives discarded the 
use of a caucus; that Mr. ConxLiIne now 
‘sees a Democratic Party in the hands of 


fools and a Republican Party in chaos,” 
and that in this situation a peculiar oppor- 
tunity is afforded him to ‘‘ organize an oppo- 
sition.’’ 

This frank. discussion of the possible 
path on which Mr. ConkKLING may see 
fit to enter is not without ‘sig- 
nificance in several ways. There may be 
those unkind enough to regard it as a 
shrewd manceuvre in the contest in which 
Mr. ConELInG is engaged. They may look 
upon it as of a piece with Mr. Puart’s 
reported announcement that the Legislature 
must choose between the ex-Senators and 
two Democrats. They may accept the 
discussion asa part of that game of “‘ bluff’’ 
which has been so boldly, and thus far 


‘so vainly, played in his interest at Albany. 


If that were indeed its purpose, it would be 


‘more shrewd in appearance than in reality. 


A threat of setting up an independent party 
might frighten the opponents of Mr. Conx- 
Line if they were weak in numbers and 
doubtful of the strength of their cause. 
But, powerful as they unquestionably are, 
such a menace must only consolidate them 
and reinforce them. Mr. Conkire, up to 
the present time, has been nothing if not 
‘‘regular.’’ - His friends still claim that his 
election is necessary to maintain the 
integrity of the party,” to recall: its 
leaders from. errors into { which .. they 
have fallen, and to check the disintegrating 
tendencies which have shown themselves at 
Washington. But such aclaim is ridicu- 
lous in behalf of a man whose friends are 
proclaiming his possible intention to cut 
loose from the n°tional organization, and to 
build up a new party of which he shall be 
the guide, leader, and prophet. The aver- 
age politician, even of the Albany type, has 
too much common sense to vote a commis- 
sion to a commander who is published as a 
potential traitor. 

There is another interpretation of the 
Heraid’s article, which is much simpler and 
more in harmony with the character of the 
journal in which it appears. Taken fsa 
journalist’s forecast of the course of Sena- 
tor CoNKLING, when the defeat which is 
now seen to be inevitable has been formally 
accomplished, it has quite a different interest 
from that which could attach to it as a petty 
move in Mr. CoNKLING’s political game. It 
is practically an avowal that, out of power 
and with no immediate control of Federal 
patronage, Mr. ConkuinG has no clear- 
ly defined place within the Republican 
Party. And this is a conclusion to which 
the great body of the party in this State have 
long since arrived. Mr. Conkiinc has done 
s0 little toward shaping the policy or ex- 
tending the principles of the Republican 
Party that it is difficult to think of him as 
occupying the part of an honorable and dis- 
interested advocate in its ranks. He has 
done so much. on the other hand, to sap the 
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foundations of independence and conscience, 
on which, and not on the mere ma- 
chinery of the caucus and the conven- 
tion, the maintenance of a party cause 
depends, that it is hardly possible 
to imagine him as taking a prominent part 
in political life when his hand had heen 
shaken loose from the party machine. There 
have been many men in high positions in 
the Republican Party to whom office was 
not essential, and who have retained in re- 
tirement the respect and confidence of the 
party. Mr. Conxurxe is not of this sort. 
His quatities, great as they may be, require 
office for their exhibition, and they are cer- 
tainly not calculated to make him a success- 


ful or even brilliant leader of an independent 
movement. His name is associated intimate- 
ly with no great principle, with no impor- 
tant policy. 

When Mr. GREELEY and Senator Trum- 
BULL and Mr, Scnurz ‘‘took the standard 


of opposition in their hands,” the country 


at least regarded them as representatives of 
distinct ideas, however fnistaken, and as 
capable of pointing the way in which they 
asked their former associates to follow them. 
Butif Mr. Conkiine were to take a similar 


step his failure would be complete and lu- 


dicrous. Men would watch him with 
amusement and curiosity, but not with any 
deep interest. He has been a brilliant, 
and, we doubt not, a_ sincere, advo- 
cate, when it has suited him, of 


the more obvious ideas of the Republi- 


can Party, but he has shown no comprehen- 
sion of the tendencies recently developed in 
its ranks, no foresight as to its future, no 
capacity for really guiding its course. "Were 
he to undertake the organization of a new 
party, in what direction would he lead it? 
What would be the objects he would pro- 
pose for it? In what possible measures could 
he, with any pretense of authority, invite the 
co-operation of his countrymen? Even the 
ingenious and enthusiastic writer who pre- 
sents him to the readers of the Herald as 
the leader of a new party has nothing 
to suggest as the rallying points of 
the proposed movement but Mr. Conx- 
LING’S personal qualities, his ‘‘sincerity, in- 
tegrity, and courage.’’ But apart from the 
fact that in the uncharitable condition of 
the public mind at present there is asad 
amount of skepticism as to Mr. ConKLING’s 
possession of these admirable attributes, 


they would, if he did possess them, consti- 


tute a very inadequate capital for the exten- 


sive and hazardous business in which it is 
proposed to start him. 





GEORGH STEPHENSON’S CENTENA- 
RY. 


To-day is the centenary of the birth of 


GrorcE STEPHENSON, whose name is de- 
servedly more closely associated than any 
other with the successful application of 


steam power to locomotion on land. No 
one man can be said to be the originator of 


the railway or the inventor of the locomotive 
engine, but the largest share of glory for start- 
ing them on their astonishing career is due to 
the ingenious and persevering son of a hum- 


ble workman in the collieries of Derbyshire. 


There are few biographies more fascinating 


and more stimulating to the youthful mind 
than that of GrorGr STEPHENSON. His 
life is especially calculated to awaken in- 


terest among the young of this country, 


where a humble origin is regarded as no 
bar to distinction and native vigor 
of «mind and _ energetic perseverance are 
more admired than advantages of birth 
and education. STEPHENSON came near 
emigrating to this country in his youth, 


when his fortunes were at their lowest ebb, 
and he showed in his after life that he ought 
to have been a citizen of our free Republic. 
He would certainly have met with fewer 


difficulties in carrying out his great work 
and with a quicker appreciation of the value 
of his inventive genius. 

GORGE STEPHENSON was not the origina- 
tor of the railway nor the inventor of the 
locomotive engine, but how much they 
would been retarded in their development if 
he had not lived it is impossible to say. He 
was the right man at the right time, and it 
was his indomitable persistency, even more 
than his ingenuity and skill, that forced the 
railway system of Great Britain and the 
world into’ being. It would have come 
without him. The factors of the problem 
to be solved were known and the demand for 
its solution was pressing. The time was preg- 
nant with the great enterprise, and inventive 
genius the world over was bent upon bring- 
ing it to a successful birth, but no single in- 
strumentality contributed so much to the 


result as that furnished by the brain and en-* 


ergy of the unlettered English engineer. 
But this anniversary is not so much an occa- 
sion for glorifying STEPHENSON or recall- 
ing incidents in his career as for con- 
sidering the marvelous development which 
has been attained by the _ railroad 
since he had his struggle against 
British conservatism, and the immeasurable 
results to be attributed to it. He was in 
middle life when the first train ran over the 
North Midland Road from Liverpool to 
Manchester. Old men easily remember the 
beginnings of the establishment of railroad 
transit on both sides of the Atlantic, and 
now the iron filaments over which the loco- 
motive draws its loaded trains cover as with 
a net every civilized land. 

How much the railroad, with its hand- 
maid, the electric telegraph, has accelerated 
the march of events and the progress of the 
world it is impossible to calculate. It has 
certainly added as much to the onward 
speed of the human race in its history as 
to the rapidity of locomotion. It has 
changed the character of war and diploma- 
cy; ithas enlarged the scale of human ac- 
tion to a standard that would have seemed 
gigantic to the last century. The earth’s 
powers of production and the industrial ca- 
pacity of man have alike received a stimulus 
from the application of steam to land trans- 
portation which has vastly multiplied the 
sum of human wealth. The beneficence of 
the result depends not a little on the equi- 
table diffusion of its blessings. But there is 
no doubt that the whole race is benefited by 
the impetus that has been given to human 
activity. How much the railroad and tele- 
graph have done toward the rapid settle- 
ment and development, of the vast area 
of our own country no man can 
calculate. They have opened the way 
for the spread of population, and 
have brought to view the attractions 
and advantages which draw the people of 
all nations and climes to our shores. 


They | 


‘evoke the riches of our soil by making them 


available in all markets, and they quicken 
immensely the currents of the life-blood of 
all our industries and interests.) They have 
hastened the time beyond conception when 
the free Republic, whose independent ex- 
istence began after the birth of Gzorar 
STEPHENSON, shall lead the nations of the 
world in wealth and power. Every agency 
of civilization and human progress moves 
with far greater energy and velocity with 
the service of steam and electricity in the 
work of intercommunication. 

The opposition which STEPHENSON en- 
countered and the triumphant manner in 
which he finally overcame it have taught 


the world a great lesson, Conservatism has 


grown cautious in its resistance to progress. 
Men have learned to look forward and to 
have faith instead of regarding the achieve- 
ments of mankind as fulfilled. It is no 


longer safe to say what can and 


what can not be done or to at- 


tempt to predict thé consequences of 
innovation. It is just a century since 
STEPHENSON was born; it is little more than 
half that time since the work of his life was 


fairly begun, and while we are considering 


the amazing extent to which the railway 


system has grown, outstripping all possible 
dreams of his most sanguine moments, we 
have intimations of a new revolution in the 
methods of transit. Among the recent mar- 
vels which have been wrought by means 


of electricity is the successful application of 


its power to locomotion. On this very birth- 
day of the great engineer we have the news 
that trains are probably to be run through 
the great St. Gothard Tunnel by electricity. 


What changes are yet to come from the sub- 
stitution of electricity for steam, what 


further impulse is to be given to the rapidity 
of human progress in the century to come, 
who shall presume even to surmise? 


“ A WYOMING PREJUDICE. 


Considering how great is the want of pop- 
ulation in the new Territories, the people of 
the Territory of Wyoming are very par- 
ticular as to the sources from which their 
numbers shall be replenished. There is a 
law on the Wyoming statute-books against 
miscegeneration, or, as it is commonly 
called, miscegenation. The intermixing of 


races by marriage has not usually been re- 
garded with marked disfavor except in 


the United States, the intermarriage of 


blacks and whites being one of the 
high crimes and misdemeanors which Afri- 
can slavery taught us to regard with hatred 
and disgust. While the peculiar institution 


of slavery was under discussion, the crown-- 


ing argument, the end of all debate, was the 


triumphant question, ‘‘Would you have 


your daughter marry a nagur?’’ : Miscegen- 
eration is still a social crime in the South, 
and where there are no statutes forbidding 


the practice public opinion is strong enough 
to hold over the heads of persons tempted 


to commit the offense terrors. which are 


more deterrent than any which the law 
could display. 
But it appears that the law in Wyoming is 


held to apply to an intermarriage of yellow 


and white races, as well as those of black 


and white. A Chinaman may not marry a 
white woman. Mr. Lex Cum, having be- 
come affianced to Mrs. Eva Les, and hay- 


ing been made acquainted with the provi- 


sions of the statute relating to intermarriages 


of races, thought to evade the law by 
going to Colorado, where a more liberal 
code exists. Returning to Wyoming 
with his wife, now Mrs. Les Cnn, 


instead of Mrs. Eva Len, the newly married 


couple were set upon by the vigilant guar- 


dians of the public morals, and were indict- 
ed for miscegeneration, the living together 
as man and wife being regarded as strictly 
illegal, as the marriage, or attempt to marry, 
would have been. ‘The couple might be 
lawfully married according to the Colorado 
code, but they could not live together in 
Wyoming without violating the laws of that 
refined and decorous community. If Lar 
CHIN wants to live with his white wife, he 
must go—somewhere else. 

It would be a little curious if the first case 
in dispute under the new treaty with China 
should happen to be one in which a China- 
man should appeal for protection against 
oppressive local enactments. In the case of 
black persons intermarrying with whites 
there could scarcely be any reference to any 
treaty, or any appeal to a foreign Govern- 
ment in behalf of its subject. The negro 
belongs to a race. . The Chinaman not only 
represents a race, but a nation which has 
formal diplomatic relations with the United 
States Government. The negro is, by express 
terms, entitled to the privileges of naturali- 
zation; but thisis by statute, not by treaty. 
The Chinaman, it has been held, is excluded 
from these privileges because, although be- 
ing colored and the subject of a foreign 
power, he finds no place in the descriptions 
of persons who may be naturalized under 
the laws of this Republic. But, in his case, 
there may be quoted for him, when local 
laws class him among the races with which 
the intermarriage of whites is prohibited, 
the treaty under which his Government (and 
presumably its subjects) is entitled to the 
same rights in the United States as ‘‘ the 
most favored nation.” 

This course of redress seems to have been 
suggested to the connubial Leg Cuin, who 
has applied to the Chinese Consul at Den- 
ver, who has invoked the interposition of 
the Chinese Ambassador in Washington. 
It is likely that the case will become one for 
diplomatic discussion, as a statement is to 
be submitted to the State Department in 
Washington. And it would not be sur- 
prising if the paternal Government of China 
should be moved to interposition in behalf 
of the distressed Lez Cur. Some of the 
more rabid: Chinaphobists of the Pacific 
States held that the ‘‘ most favored nation” 
clause of the new treaty gave the right of 
naturalization to the Chinese. But the fact 
that naturalization was a matter for local 
law, not for treaties, settled the case, and 
this claim disappeared when the new treaty 
was ratified. The non-existence of any 
local law giving the right of naturalization 
to Chinamen cannot be held to be a viola- 
tion of the spirit or letter of the treaty. 
But the existence of a local law which, in 
effect, discriminates against the Chinese, as 
they may be compared with the subjects of 
the most favored nations, in the United 
States, would clearly be a violation of the 
treaty with China. 

Why the people of Wyoming should be 
so saueamish in the matter of Chinese and 


Caucasian intermarriage passes comprehen- 
sion. In the new Territories people are not 
apt to be censorious concerning the goings- 
on of their own turbulent population. One 
would suppose that a community like that of 
Cheyenne, which has regarded its occa- 
sional fights and murders with complacen- 
cy, might with patience endure a Chinese- 
American couple. If Mr. and Mrs. Lez 
CHIN can stand it, the community 
ought to be able to do so. But 
frontier populations, although tolerant 
of lawlessness, have also a happy faculty 
forminding other people’s business which 
is sometimes mischievous. A community 
which is unmoved by crimes of violence and 


gross immoralities will sometimes lash itself 


into a tempest of indignation over an event 
which offends a prejudice. Public opinion 
in Cheyenne has indicted a Chinaman for 
living with his white wife. This is not an 


attempt to defend any citadel of public vir- 


tue. It is the breaking out of an ancient 
and semi-barbarous prejudice. 





BOY-PREACHERS. 
Since women have found their way into 


the pulpit, it is natural that boys should fol- 


low their example. The boy-preacher may 
not be as pretty as the woman-preacher, but 
he is noisier and more agile. People go to 
see him just as they go to a circus or to the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle. They look upon him 


as a curiosity almost as entertaining as one 


of Mr. Barnom’s dwarfs. Only the other 
day a number of ministers discussed the 
wisdom of admitting boys to the pulpit, and 
one of them made the assertion that a small 
and vociferous boy had recently preached in 


a Western town, and had converted eight 


hundred distinct sinners. Evidently this 
boy’s audiences must have been larger than 
any that could be drawn together by the 
ablest middle-aged clergyman in the country. 

There is a law, though it is frequently 
violated, which forbids children to appear 
on any theatrical stage in this City, and 
there is a society which of late has zealously 
endeavored to enforce it. A certain class of 
theatre-goers are vastly amused by hearing 
a little girl not yet out of babyhood sing a 
song full of indecent allusions, and there 
are other people who think it very entertain- 
ing to hear a boy of 12 or 14 preach on 
topics of which it is morally impossible that 
he should know anything. The perform- 


ance of the boy-preacher is rather more in- 


decent and shocking than that of the girl- 
singer, and it is to be regretted that the law 
which is justly invoked to drive children 
from the stage is not amended so as to keep 


Boys out of the pulpit. 
What cana boy possibly have to teach 


an audience of men and women? The boy- 
preacher knows nothing of theology, and 
his interpretations-of the Bible are as worth- 
less as the colored man JASPER’s crude no- 


tions of astronomy. He has had no expe- 
rience of life, andis no more capable of giv- 


ing advice and counsel to his hearers than is 
a baby inarms. To allow a boy to assume 
the gravest and most sacred duty which a 


man can assume is to do him an irreparable 


injury. The self-conceit and self-righteous. 


ness of the little preaching monster are 
more disgusting than the premature knowl- 
edge of evil which he would acquire were 
he to playin a theatre. Of the two, the 


stage is decidedly a better place for a child 


than the pulpit, for the guilt of sacrilege is 
not incurred by the ‘‘infant phenomenon’’ 
who dances in the ballet or sings in the va- 
riety show. 


Of the latest and best known of boy- 
preachers we are told that he shows great 


enthusiasm. He throws his legs over the 
desk and seats himself on the cushion; he 
leaves the pulpit and walks up and down 


the aisles, praying at the top of his lungs, 
and he indulges in gymnastic performances 
which surpass anything that has ever been 
seen in the Brooklyn Tabernacle. These 
are the features of his entertainment which 
account for his popularity, for the drivel 
which falls from his lips is evidently re- 
garded even by his warmest admirers as un- 
worthy of recollection. In the meeting of 
ministers already mentioned one reverend 
gentleman comprehensively described the 
boy-preacher’s religious services as ‘‘ monkey 
tricks.’”” They have all the deep religious 
fervor of the antics of a monkey and are 
nearly as useful to the cause of true religion. 

Now that both women and boys usurp 
the functions of clergymen, why should not 
a liberal and progressive people open the 
pulpit to monkeys? When the organ was 
first introduced into the meeting-houses of 
the Scotch Presbyterians, the more conserva- 
tive members sarcastically insisted that mon- 
keys were the natural complement of organs 
and should be added to the attractions of 
the sanctuary. Whatis there that a boy- 
preacher does that cannot be equally weil 
done by a monkey? His gymnastic per- 
formances are undoubtedly able in their 
way, but areal monkey, with four hands 
and a prehensile tail, could meet the boy- 
preacher in his own pulpit and utterly 
eclipse him. The boy-preacher chatters 
what he calls a sermon, but were a monkey- 
preacher to be occasionally stirred up by a 
Deacon with a long pole, he would chatter 
twice as fast and at least as intelligibly as 
his boy rival. In taking up collections, an 
experienced monkey, trained by an Italian, 
would be eminently successful, and there is 
not the slightest doubt that the monkey 
would draw twice as large an audience as 
the boy-preacher. 

It may be objected that no Christian de- 
nomination would consider a monkey fit 
for ordination. But there is as much war- 
rant in Scripture and in the teachings of the 
early Church for the ordination of monkeys 
as there is for the ordination of women and 
boys. Indeed, St. PauL, who expressly for- 
bade women to preach, did not place the 
slightest prohibition on the preaching of 
monkeys, though, of course, it may be said 
that it never occurred to him that either 
monkeys or boys would undertake to 
preach. Ordination, however, is not usually 
thought essential to the validity of the min- 
istrations of a boy-preacher, and we could 
therefore have unordained monkey-preach- 
ers, and so avoid whatever objection might 
be based on the lack of Scripture warrant for 
monkey ordination. 

Were the pulpit once thrown open to 
monkeys we should soon find that other 
animals might be with equal profit con- 
verted into preachers. Much good—in the 
way of drawing crowded houses—might be 
done by a learned pig who should spell out 


Scripture sentences in the pulpit, and a trick 
mule could doubtless edify the class of peo- 
ple who go to see boy-preachers. Having 
once discarded utterly the idea that there is 
any sacredness in the ministerial office, and 
that either sex or age should disqualify any 
one from preaching, we might just as well 
open our pulpits to any attraction that will 
draw. To those who revere the pulpit the 
monkey or the learned pig would be no more 
distasteful than is the boy-preacher, and in 
the commission of active sacrilege the 
monkey and the pig would probably be 
much iess offensive than the blasphemous 
boys who perpetrate ‘‘monkey tricks’’ in 
meeting-houses, 
enema] 


Although Russia has learned much since 


1849, when she so unwisely aided Francis Jostra 
to crush Hungary’s struggle for freedom, her 
present attitude toward the Bulgarian crisis be- 
trays the old instinct in favor of absolutism against 


popular government. The utterances of the Rus- 


sian Oficial Gazette, denying Russla’s reported dis- 
approval of Prince ALEXANDER’s arbitrary proceed- 
ings, and calling upon the Bulgarian nation to rally 
round him against “ambitious agitators,’’ are 
significant enough even by themselves at a crisis 
like the present. But they become doubly so in 
connection with the *‘extreme powers” conferred 


upon the commissioned officers of the Bulgarian 


Army, all of whom are Russians. Should the 
Prince contemplate propping his throne with for- 
eign bayonets, like Louis XVIII., or imitating the 
December coup @’état of Napo.ron IIL., it will go ill 
both with him and with Bulgaria. 
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The pressing need of a thorough revision of 


the laws permitting arrests in civil cases was 
pointed out in pungent words by Gov. Cornett in 
his Message to the Legislature on Jan. 4. ‘The sub- 
ject had been referred to before in public discus- 
sions for many years, and the injustice of a system 
whereby a man in debt could be deprived of his 
liberty for weeks, months, and years without even 
the form of a trial, and merely on the affidavit of a 


single creditor, had been shown by means of numer- 
ous pathetic illustrations. By the subtlety of unscru- 
pulous lawyers and the easy swearing of vindlvtive 
litigants, the practice of imprisonment for debt 
was virtually revived, though not in so many 
words. in this City this was especially 
the case,- because here there“ was not 
even the restraining safeguard which ° the 
law elsewhere afforded, that of compelling the 
creditor to support the imprisoned debtor to pre- 
vent his being a county charge. In Ludlow-Street 
Jail were repeated those most repulsive features of 
a debtor’s prison with which the writings of Dick- 
Ens and others have made the reading public fa- 
miliar. The existence of the evil was called to 
Legislative attention many times, and when, a 


half-dozen years ago, the famous Assembly Com- 
mittee on Crime came to this City, it was made 
part of their duty by special resolution to investi- 


gate the Ludlow-Street Jail and the abuses result- 


ing from the arrest and imprisonment of persons 
in civil cases. The committee was rather derelict 
in this matter, perhaps from lack of time, but pos- 
sibly because alawyer who was very conspicaous 
in directing their investigations had at that time 
two persons in the jail whom he had kept there 


for more than a year under a civil judgment. 
Judges, after a while, began to exercise some little 


diserimination, and some tried to do what they could 
to prevent the abuse of the processes for ar- 
rest and imprisonment. But their efforts have 
proved of little avail to check the growing evil. 
The Bar Association's committee, which investi- 


gated the Sheriff's, Register’s, and County Clerk’s 
offices two years ago, could not help but again call 
public attention to the matter, and some glaring 


cases were Drought to light in which the processes 
of arrest and imprisonment were used as instru- 
ments of gross oppression. When, therefore, the 
Governor's suggestion was made to the Legisla- 


ture, {ts force and pertinence wers very promptly 


perceived, as was shown by the fact that no less 


than six different bills were introduced to do away 
with or mitigate the evils of the existing system. 
But other things have drawn Legislative attention 
from the subject, and there is danger that through 
indifference alone no remedial measure will be en- 


acted. Tho Judiciary Committees row have the 


bills before them. Can they not report oneof the 

six, or can they not, from the suggestions which 

these bills contain, make up a bill which shail be 

unobjectionable, and which shall tend to do away 

with the evils of asystem whereby imprisonment 

for debt is made a reality in the Empire State?

An excellent idea was suggested some time 


‘ago in England, and has of late been advanced by 


Chambers's Journal, in regard to having a postal 
stamp issued by both the American and English 
Governments which should be of an international 
character, As communications constantly increase 
between this country and the United Kingdom, the 
want of such an international stamp becomes quite. 
obvious. Every day the merchant, the trader, the 
American citizen of English, Irish, or Scotch birth, 
is desirous of writing to some one across the seas 
for information. It is often impossible, and always 
inconvenient, to arrange in regard to refunding the 
return postage. Very often, from this simple 
cause, letters are not sent, or if sent are not replied 
to. Itis possible in a large city like New-York to 
obtain the Queen’s head, but in the country and 
away fromthe large cities English postal stamps 
are not procurable. We believe that it would not 
be at all difficult to present this matter in such a 
favorable light that it would receive the immediate 
consideration of both Governments. Such an in- 
ternational stamp would, of course, be only good 
for letters which were to cross the ocean. They 
might be made of a single denomination, to cost, 
say, five cents, and as they represonted the two 
countries, the American eagle and the British lion 
might bo combined in tho vignette. _ Without be- 
lieving that such a measure would bea postal bless- 
ing, like RowLanp HiLu’s penny postage, still we 
are quite sure that it would be found of the utmost 
convenience and serving a useful purpose. It is 
hardly possible to imagine any complication arising 
from such an international stamp, nor would there 
be any difficulty in its working. Ina month after 
such & new stamp were presented, its use would be 
understood by all who were interested, and people 
would wonder why it was not thought of years be- 


fore. 
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The meeting of the American Institute of 
Mining Engineers at Staunton, Va., did not de- 
serye to be so completely overshadowed by the 
concurrent Readjuster convention at Richmond. 
One wag very rightly reported everywhere, but 
scarcely anything has been printed about the other, 
and yet it may not improbably prove as important 
an event in the material history of the State as the 
Readjuster convention is believed to be in its po-- 
litical annals. The list of the gentlemen who gath- 
ered at Staunton is remarkable not only for its 
length but because it contains many names which 
are foremost among the chemists, geologists, me- 
tallurgists, mining engineers, and manufacturers in 


‘the country. That such a gathering should assem- 


ble there at all is significant of am achieved 
and awakening industrial development in that 
locality which many people out of those lines of 
industry will be surprised to learn of, but tho 
papers read contained much similar pleasing in- 
formation. Prof. Eaieston, of Columbia College, 
for instance, said that the copper deposits of Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina could compete with those 
of the lake region if only a little more attention 
were paid to niceties of manufacture. Prof. 
Frazer, of the University of Pennsylvania, also 
made a very favorable comparison of the Blue 
Ridge and James River iron with Lake Superior 
fron, The beds to be seen are only a little 


‘over 5 feét thick as against 100 feet, but the 


proportion of phosphorus, which is a crucial test 
of iron intended for manufacture’ into steel, is 
favorable, and the cost was stated at $8 per ton 
for Virginia and $13 50 for Lake Saperior. For- 
merly there was a lack of forest-to supply char- 
éoal for fron manufacture, but Mr. HorcHKiss 
called attention to the fact tnat now there is 
heavy woodland everywhere, the change being 
due to settloment and the cessation of fires 
in the grass similar to those on the prai- 
ries. Ten or fifteen years, it is said, are 
sufficient for amature growth in that vigorous 
mountain soil, and the forests are as good for tan- 
bark as for charcoal, as the recent establishment 
of immense tanneries a® Luray has abundantly 
proved. Mr. Wrmua™ Mexrtcatr, of the Crescent 
Steel Works of Pittsburg, and the President of the 
association, put these facta together in an almost 


glowing prophecy of the future of the fron, coal 
and copper region of Maryland, Virginia, Nort? 
Carolina, Tennessee, Northern Alabama, and 
Georgia. The inexhaustible forests gave it an ad 
vantage over Pennsylvania, he thought, and al 
that is lacking, in his opinion, to make it the great 
industrial centre of the United States and the seat 
of the wealth and power of the country is proper 
railroad facilities. These facts, of course, have 
long existed, but their acknowledgment and an. 
nouncement by industrial experts is quite anothe 
matter, and deserves to be widely known.

The banquet took place at9o’clock. At that 
hour the Society of the Army of the Potomac, 
the Army and Navy Club of Connecticut. and the 
invited guests, marched into Allyn Hall, which was 
elegantly decorated. The galleries and boxes were 
filled with ladies and gentlemen. The floor of the 
hall was occupied by tables, with seats for about 
400 persons. The whole interior of the hall

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GEN. SHERMAN’S ADDRESS. 

In response to the toast ‘‘ To the Army and 
Wavy,” Gen. Sherman spoke as follows: 

CoMRADES OF THE ARMY OF THE Potomac: I 
promised long ago to my personal and valued 
friend, Gen. Joseph R. Hawley, to attend this par- 
ticular meeting, in which he seems to have a spe- 
cial interest. I think I first saw him as a Brigadier 
at Wilmington, N. C., just about the close of the 
civil war of 1861, when I had a good deal to think 
about. Still, he made an impression on me, and 
that impression has deepened with time. Ifeela 
special interest in the younger officers like him, of 
pur volunteers, who are likely to survive us veterans 
nnd may write our epitaphs. I do not profess to 


be ambitious at this epoch of time, but I certainly 
~ sympathize with Hamlet in his dying appeal to 

is old comrade: * Horatio. J am dead; thou liv’st; 
report me and my cause aright to the unsatisfied.” 
fam now called on to the stereotyped and some- 
what personal toast of *“‘The Army and Navy of 
the United States.” The twin services whose 

embers have sworn to defend and maintain the 

onor of our flag, on land and on sea, and who for 
a century have done this faithfully and well with 
an ability and courage which has added lustre to 


the renown of the whole country. We stand now 
among the most favored nations of the earth, if 
not the first, the only lend to which emigrants 
come and from which none go. Asa people we 
maintain but the nucleus of an army and navy—a 
mere germ to typify the life and epists of the body 
which on an occasion like that which gave birth to 
the Army of the Potomac must suddenly admit of 
intinite increase, and even this nucleus is not per- 
mitted to remainin idleness in time of tne most 

rofound peace. Work, work everlasting seems to 

S the lot of Americans. Ships, though built of 
wood and feeble in power compared with the huge 
iron ships of other tations, display our and a. 
where over the broad waters of the earth, while 
the Army, split up into single companies, and even 
squads, is to-day the'skirmish line along the frontier 
of civilization, preparing the way for the immigrant, 
guarding the pastures of the cattle which are fast 
replacing the buffalo, the elk, and the antelope of 
the vast interior otf our continent. and in building 
roads, bridges, and military posts. There are few 
idlers in the Army of the United States. All are 
employed, save the sick and wounded, and that 
small fraction, which exists under all Governments, 
who live on the reputation and influence of their 
*‘mothers,cousing, sisters,and aunts.'’ These favored 
ones may flourish for a time, but, like such gentry 
in the past, they will be swept away by the first 
blast of war, when the more manly element will, 
as always, leap to the front. I believe the present 
Army of the United States, in physique, in intelli- 
gence, in devotion to duty, in patriotic sentiment, 
and in the higher heroic qualities, compares favor- 
ably with the same body at any former period of 
our history; and you, gentlemen of the Army of 
the Potomac, know better than I do how valuable 
to our new volunteers were the knowledge and 
experience of the little regular Army of 1861, which 
taught you how to post your sentinels and pickets, 
how to pitchand strike your tents, how to cook and 
how to care for the sick and wounded, how to 
organize into companies, regiments, brigades, 
divisions and army corps, how to skirmish aud how 
to fignt, how to protect your bodies by light earth- 
works, and how to attack those of your enemy at 
the least cost of life—in fine, the thousand aud one 
things in which you afterward became so profi- 
cient. and which, you will admit, can only be 
learned by practice. 

I eutertain the highest possible opinion of army 
societies like this, which resulted from our civil 
war. It is not true that they keep alive the ani- 
mosities of that war, but on the contrary the 
social amenities here practiced are calculated to 
smooth ‘war's wrinkled visage” and to develop 
the kindlier phases of human character ; and 
above all value are the observations of the living 
actors here spoken of and recorded before a tri- 
bunal which can separate pretensions from prac- 
tice, and thus preserve the results of an expe- 
rience which may,be of inestimable value in the 
next war. I remember well the public apathy 
which immediatelygprecededjthe Mexican war and 
the civil war. Many of us had become so weary of 
waiting for promotion. for action, that we resigned 
our commissions and engaged in civil pursuits, 
and even as late as March, 1861, if any one spoke 
openly of civil war he was laughed at for his foliy or 
upbraided for being stampeded, and when war did 
actually come no people on earth were less pre- 
pared for it than those of the United States. Only 
20 years have passed since that dread epoch, 
and I sometimes fear our people are again 
becomin so engrossed in their pursuits 
of wealth that they are liable to forget the lessons 
of that war. To be sure, we possess the most yalu- 
able records in newspapers of the day, in the offi- 
cial reports not yet complete, in the many his- 
tories, biographies, memories, recollections, &c., of 
the principal actors, and I for one have the last 
additions to our stock of knowledge in Badeau’s 
‘** Military History of Gen. Grant,’”’ and cf Mr. 
Davis’s “Rise and Fall of the Southern Confed- 
eracy.’’ These are now fair subjects of criticism 
and comment, and I believe that the cause of truth 
demands that every witness shall record his honest 
opinions of such important matters. 

I did not have the privilege of sharing in the 
operations of the Army of the Potomac, but I have 
been over the ground, and was personally ae- 
— with nearly all your Army corps and 
division commanders, and I say publicly and em- 
phatically that, Davis to the contrary notwith- 
standing, I approve of Gen. Grant’s movement 
from Washington to Richmond by land, instead of 
by water. War is an awful game, and demands 
death ana destruction. A certain amount of fight- 
ing—of killing—had to be done, and the banks of 
the Rapidan end Mattapony were as good a piace 
for it as those of the James and Appomattox. So 
farasIam capable of judging, Gen. Badeau has. 
told his story of the terrible battles from the 
Wilderness to Appomattox Court-house clearly 
and well. I know that heart-burnings are gene- 
rated by allusions to personal traits of char- 
avter, but I do not see how Gen. Badeau 
could otherwise have accounted for actual results. 
I assuredly rose from the perusal of his volume 
with a higher estimate of the great Army of the 
Potomac than! had before, and am now better 
prepared to unite with you in celebrating its perse- 
verance, its mighty courage and heroism. To have 
your names inscribed on its rolls is an honor that 
your children will value more than you do. 

As to Mr. Davis's ** Rise and Fall of the Southern 
Confederacy,’’ I confess I have not seen the vol- 
ume, only the copious extracts in the New-York 
Herald of June 3, 1881, and hardly know whether to 
treat them seriously or jocosely. It was not ex- 
pected that he would feel kindly to those who 
awakened him so rudely from his dream of em- 
pire, but surely, in stating facts beyond the reach 
of his vision or understanding, he ought to have 
approximated the truth, even as to his enemies. 
Assuming the quotations published in the Her- 
aid as authentic, I wish to say that it was 
lucky for Mr. Davis that Gen. Johnston, in May, 
1864, did not obey his orders and assume the often- 
sive from Dalton to the north side of the Ten- 
nessee River, Ons would suppose that after the 
experience of both Johnston and Hood, whose 
courage and skill no man disputes, even Mr. Davis 
would be convinced that the aggressive campaign 
foreshadowed in his several general propositions of 
April 16, 1864, was the veriest nonsense. Johnston 
did not have at Dalton 70,000 men, and Mr. Davis 
ought to have known it, and Johnston on the spot 
was better qualified to judge than Mr. Davis at 
Richmond As to the removal of the non-com- 
batant population from Atlanta, Mr. Davis says 
that since Alva’s atrocious cruelties in the Nether- 
lands in the sixteenth century there has been noth- 
ing in comparison for cruelty. He had aright to 
publish such words in 1864, when extraordinary 
language was needed to arouse the sinking energies 
of his people, (as he called them,) but at this late 
date it is simply absurd. Nota man, woman, or 
child was harmed in that removal. Major Clare, of 
the Confederate Army, appointed by Gen. Hood, 
and Gen. Willard Warner, of my staff, now residing 
in Tecumech, Cherokee County, Ala., certified 
jointly to me this fact. The following is Major 
Clare’s report in full, and I think Mr. Davis will 
hear from Gen. Warner in good time: 

CONFEDERATE INSPECTOR-GENERAL’S OFFICE, i 
Sept. 22, i864. 
Col. FE. I. Harvie, Inspector-Generai: 

COLONEL: I have the honor to make the following re- 
port in reference to the removal of the families from 
Atlanta under Major-Gen. Sherman’s Federal Army 
order of expulsion. Receiving verbal orders from 
Gen. Hooa on the evening of the llth to conduct the 
truce agreed upon between himself and Major-Gen. 
Sherman, I started as soon as possible, reaching 
Rough and Ready at 7:30 on the morning of the 12th 
of September. Shortly after reaching there I met the 
commanding officer of the Federal guard, and soon 
afterward Uol. Warner, of Gen, Sherman’s staff, the 
Federal truce officer. Having established with these 
otficers the preliminaries of the truce and the manner 
in which it should be carried out, and made errauge- 
rnents in regard to the guards, I awaited the arrival of 
the trains from Atlanta. The inclosed reports of the 
names of the families arriving, and the number and 
date of their arrival, wiil give all the information on 
these points. Some delays and irregularities in re- 
gard to the arrival of trains baving occurred, I de- 
manded of the Federal officer in charge the 
reason thereof and their cvorrection. He in- 
formed me that every means of transportation 
were placed at the disposal of the citizens for the pur- 
eae of removing their families and effects. On send- 

ng tor Mayor Calhoun and the committee of citizens 
charged with removing the people of Atlanta, I ascer- 
tained that this statement was correct. I then only 
urged upon the people, through the Mayor, to come 
during the early days of the truce to guard against 
the accident of having too little transportation when 
the truce was about toclose. This advice they disre- 
garded, and the consequence was suffering and incon- 
venience, and this, however, to no great extent. From 
Rough and Ready to Lovejoy Station, I think I can 
safely say, under my orders, they were 
moved as comfortably and safely as _ possi- 
ble. The unfortunate people who were driv- 
en from  tbeir homes receiving information 
from you that the Government was being embar- 
rassed by the heavy demands made upon the Acting 
Commissary of Subsistence at Lovejoy, I arranged 
with the Federal authorities to supply, the exiles with 
tive days rations on their application to Col. Leduc, 
Quartermaster Twentieth army Corps, at Atlanta, 
his lam informed was done. The apportionment 
of transportation among the different corps was made 
as you directed. On receiving your order I vent for 
Major Mason, the Quartermaster in charge of the 
transportation, ond read the first as well as the sup- 
plemental order to him, and directed him to carry it 
out Hterally. This he, as well as Capt. John Mc- 
Laughlin, his assistant, informed me had been 
done. Having been informed that six team- 
sters belonging to Capt. Ciark’s train had de- 
serted while the train was at Rough and Ready, 
I made a formal demand for them of the Federal flag 
of truce officer. He assured me that they would be 
returned if found, at the same time stating to me 
that 18 of the Federal guard and teamsters had de- 
serted to our lines. Too much praise cannot be be- 
stowed upon Col. Anderson, in command of the guard 
from our army on duty at Rough and Ready, for the 
rigid discipline at all times maintained. I am re- 
spectfully, your obedient servant, W. CLARE, 
Major and Assistant Inspector-General. 

The nominal list inclosed with the original shows 
the following totals: Men, 98; women, 395; chil- 
dren, 605; servanis, 70; grand total, 1,168. Gen. 
Sberman here exhibited an original report of Col. 
William G. Leduc, United States Quartermaster 
Twentieth Corps, now Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, showing that the number of persons sent 

South were 705 adults, 79 servants, 867 children; 
1,651 total, with the full name of each, with the 
number of packages for each, aggregating 1,651, 
all of which was transported by the United States 
troops 20 miles, and not a single piece was broken 
or molested. 

Again, Mr. Davis records that the officers and men 
sent to escort and convey them to Rough and Ready 
Statien ‘‘ robbed them of the few articles of value 
they had been permitted to take from their homes.” 
This is simply untrue, and Mr. Davis ought to have 
known it to be so, for Major Clare, of the Confed- 


erate Army, bore public testimony to the kindness. 


of the escorts; and Gen. Warner, since Senator 
from Alabama, well known and universally re- 
spected, who is still living in Alabama, was then 
and is still responsible, and is far better qualified 
to testify to the facts than Mr. Davis, who was a 
thousand miles away. I am responsible for the 
order of removal, and it was right. It was 
eminently humane to remove a non-combat- 
ant population from the theatre of war. I pro- 
duced the effect I intended, and hastened the con- 
clusion of the war—a bloody war, which Mr. Davis, 
according to his own account, would never have 
terminated as long as he could have saved his own 
life. Astothe burning of Columbia, he intimates 
that I have endeayored to escape the responsibility 
for that act, and refers to ‘the excess of Walien- 
stein’s army in the 30 years war.’’ Mr. Davis was 
not in Columbia during that fire, nor was Gen. 
Hampton. Iwas, and so was Gen. O. O. Howard. 
So were Gen. Jobn A. Logan, Gen. William B. 
Wood, now aJustice of the Supreme Court, and 
his brother, Gen. Charles Wood, and 14,000 honest, 
good, true Union soldiers. Mr. Davis ignored all 
these and adopts the solitary statement of Wade 
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Hampton, who got away and was not there at all 
after his troops had set fire to the bridges, 
depots, and cotton in the streets of his own city, 
all of which were burned down cr were burning 
when our troops entered the city. The house oc- 
cupied by me (Blanton Demean’s) was still stand- 
ing when the army left. The Preston House, 
known as the Hampton mansion, occupied by Gen. 
Logan, was still standing, and the college, where 
Gen. Howard was quartered, was not burned. The 
fire originated in Richardson-street, near where I 
saw with my own eyes burning cotton bales which 
had been set on fire by the Confederate cavalry. I 
was supreme in command inside of Columbia dur- 
ing the night of the conflagration, and I allow no 
man, not even Jeif Davis, to question my state- 
ment of a fact as'seen by myself. The fire in Col- 
umbia on the night of Feb. 17, 1865, in my judg- 
ment then and now, was caused by particles of 
burning cotton blown against fences and sheds, 
which spread to houses and finally consumed 
the centre, but not the whole, of the town. 
The cotton was unquestionably set fire to by Con- 
federate cavalry, which fire was partially subdued 
by our troops in the day-time, while the trains of 
Gen. Logan’s corps (Fifteenth) were passing; but 
after the trains had passed and night begun, the 
men ceased to carry water. The fire spread anew, 
and finally reached a shed or fence, and the houses, 
built of pitch pine, burned with repidity and fury 
underatornado of wind. What of Columbia re- 
mained the next morning was wholly due to Gen. 
Logan’s troops. Withont them not a houge would 
have escaped. Almost identically the same thing 
occurred in Richmond. (See Badeau, volume 3, 
page 588.) I made a report of the facts to my Gov- 
ernment, which was accepted, and there my re- 
sponsibility ended. 

Still, I cheerfully admit that history may go far- 
ther, provided actual truth be sought for. I want 
to know the truth as much as any man. Had I in- 
tended to burn Columbia I would have done it just 
as I would have done any other act of war, and 
there would have been no concealment about it. 
I may have said, and now repeat, that should re- 
bellion again occur in South Carolina. and it should 
be my office to cross the Congaree, opposed 
ef Hampton’s cavalry, and if in my _ sim- 
ple judgment the interest of the overn- 
ment demand it, there will be no such 
question afterward. But it so happened in this 
instance my orders were made two days before 
we entered the city. They were in writing, and 
must be still in Gen. O. O. Howard’s possession, 
They are recorded in the War Department, and 
have been often printed. These orders were pur- 
posely most merciful, because I have none but the 
most kindly feelings toward South Carolina, by 
reason of old associates and friends made before 
the Mexican war, some of whom were known to 
be in Columbia, and to whom I extended person- 
ally and officially every possible assistance. 
Habitually honorable men accept the  judg- 
ment of a court of competent jurisdiction, 
especially of such courts as do honor to our coun- 
try. This whole matter has been adjudicated by 


‘the mixed Commission on American and British 


claims, in the case of Wood and Heyworth against 
the United States, and of Cowlam Gravely against 
the United States, and I have before me a printed 
volume of the testimony, 329 pages, covering the 
whole ground of the defense. Twenty-one other 
cases were tnvolvea inthe same testimony. All 
were for cotton, claimed by Britiah subjects, 
burned in Columbia. If burned by the act of the 
agents of the United States, the United States were 
liable for its value; if the fire originated by the 
act of the public enemy, the judgment was to be 
for the United States. The testimony was over- 
whelming, and the judgment was for the United _ 
States. The mixed commission which adjudicated 
the matter was composed of Count Cortte, of Italy; 
the Hon. Russell Gurney, member of Parliament, 
of London, and the Hon, James S._Faser, 
of Indiana. This commission acted under the 
twelfth article of the treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain, of May 
18, 1871, and rejected every claim for 
cotton burned at Columbia, 8. C., on the 17th of 
February, 1865, (28 in numbers,) in the Council, and 
the agent, the Hon. Robert S. Hale, reports, March 
80, 1873, in a public document, page 50, that several 
claims were brought for property alleged to have 
been destroyed by the burning of Columbia, on the 
allegation that that city was wantonly fired by the 
army of Gen. Sherman, either under his orders or 
with his consentand permission. A large amount of 
testimony was taken upon this subject, includin 
that of Gen. Hampton and other Confederate offi- 
cers on the part of the claimants and of Gens. 
Sherman, Logan, Howard, Woods, and other 
Federal officers on the part of the United States. 
The claims were ali disallowed, all the Commis- 
sioners agreeing. Iam advised that the Commis- 
sioners were unanimous in the conclusion that 
the conflagration which destroyed Columbia was 
not to be ascribed to either the Federal or Confed- 
erate officers. No British claimant would have 
lost his case if Wade Hampton’s testimony was to 
have outweighed that of Gen. O. O. Howard, Gen. 
W. T. Sherman, Capt. S. H. M. Byers, Col. J. C. 
Audenreid, Gen. W. B. Hazen, Mr. Jobn B. Pierce, 
Gen. Charles R. Woods, Senator T. W. Osborn, 
Col. Maxwell Woodhull, Col. John E. Tourtellotte, 
Col. J. C. McCoy, Capt. H. W, Howgate, Gen. John 
A. Logan, and about a dozen citizens, all men of 
large intelligence, all personally present, and who 
testified under oath of what they individually saw, 
and were questioned and cross-questioned by acute 
lawyers representing both sides of all the cases. I 
declare that it is simply infamous for Mr. Davis to 
offer the naked statement of a fact after sucha 
judgment by a tribunal of justice to which he now 
owes an allegiance, however unwilling. Were it 
not for the fact that he had published such state- 
ments in foreign lands, I would be disposed to 
treat his comparison of me with Alva and Wallen- 
stein as the fruitof his pompous vanity, for the 
likeness is about as wide of probability as his own 
resemblance to Julius Cesar. 

Again, he asserts that at Greensboro, N. C., Gen. 
Joseph E. Johnston disobeyed his (Davis’) orders to 
retreat through the Carolinas, Georgia, &c., to- 
ward Texas by a route along which supplies for the 
purpose had been collected, so as to prolong the 
war ad injinitum. How.many humane and good 
men thought that after Vicksburg and Gettysburg 
the civil war shcuid have ended, and that all the 
horrors and devastations which afterward resulted 
are chargeable to the QConfederate authorities, 
Whatever may be the judgment of mankind on 
that proposition, I am sure tnere is no good Ameri- 
can citizen of the North or the South but what will 
feel a debt of gratitude to Gen. Johnston for 
his good sense and his. humanity in stopping 
the war when he did,in defiance of Davis’s or- 
ders. To have resolved the war in April, 1865, 
from one by grand organized armies into one of 
partisan guerrillas, would have been an unpardon- 
able crime against hamanity. I know that at that 
time many of us dreaded such an event, andI 
would not have believed that a man of such weight 
and experience could have advised and ordered it, 
had not Mr. Davis, in his new book, revealed the 
truth overhis own signature. Gen. Johnston still 
lives in vigor and health, and is abundantly able to 
vindicate his soldierlyfame against this and the 
other flings which Mr. Davis has castat him. I 
may allude to the case in this connection to show 
how blind Mr. Davis seemed to have become to the 
humanities of the war, how little sympathy he felt 
for the marches, toils, privations, and deaths of his 
own soldiers, to advise and “ order” that the rem- 
nants of his armies should flee toward Texas, a 
thousand miles through a country already devas- 
tated, pursued by a relentless foe, and thereby de- 
laying fora few short weeks or months his own 
hopeless fate,

MARK TWAIN’S RESPONSE. 
To the regular toast, ‘‘ The benefit of ju- 
dicious training,’ Mr. Samuel L. Clemens, (Mark 
Twain,) responded as follows: 


“Let but the thoughtful civilian instruct the 
soldier in his duties, and the victory 1s sure,’”’— 
Martin Farquhar Tupper on the Art of War. 


Mr. CuarrmMan: I gladly join with my fellow- 
townsmeén in extending a hearty welcome to these 
illustrious Generals and these war-scarred soldiers 
of the Republic. This is a proud day for us, and, 
if the sincere desire of our hearts has been 
fulfilled, it has not been an unpleasant day. 
forthem. Iam in full accord, Sir, with the senti- 
ment of the toast, forl have always maintained 
with enthusiasm that the only wise and true way 
is for the soldier to fight the battle and the un- 
prejudiced civilian to tell himhowtodoit. Yet 
when I was invited to respond to this toast, and 
furnish this advice and instruction, I was almost 
as much embarrassed as I was gratified, for I could 


bring to this great service but the one virtue of 
absence ef prejudice and set opinion. Still, but 
one other qualification was needed, and it was of 
only minor importance. I mean, knowledge of the 
subject. Therefore ] was not disheartened, for I 
could acquire that, there being two weeks to spare. 
A General of high rank in this Army of the Potomac 
said two weeks was really more than I would need 
for the purpose... He had known people of my 
style who had learned enough in 48 hours to enable 
them to advise an army. Aside from the compli- 
ment, this was gratifying, because it confirmed an 
impression I had had before. He told meto goto 
the United States Military Academy at West Point, 
and said, in his flowery professional way, that the 
Cadets would “load me oP. I went there and 
staid two days, and his prediction proved correct. 
I make no boast on my own account—none. AllI 
know about military matters I got from the gen- 
tlemen at West Point, and to them belongs the 
credit. They treated me with courtesy from 
the first, but when my mission was revealed, 
this mere courtesy blossomed into warmest zeal. 
Everybody, officersand all, put down their work and 
turned their whole attention to giving me military 
information. Every question I asked was prompt- 
ly and exhaustively answered; therefore I feel 
proud to state, that in the advice whichI am 
about to give you as soldiers, lam backed up by 
the highest military authority in the land—yes, in 
the world, if an American does say it—West Point. 
To begin, gentlemen, when an engagement is 
meditated, it is best to feel the enemy first, that is, 
if it is night, for, as one of the Cadets explained to 
me, you do not need to feel him in the day-time, 
because youcan sec himthen. I never should have 
thought of that, but it is trae—perfectly true. In 
the day-time thée.methods of procedure are various, 
but the best, it seems to me, is one which was in- 
troduced by Gen. Grant. Gen. Grant alwayssentan 
active young man redoubt to reconnoitre and get 
the enemy’s bearings. I got this from a high offi- 
cer at the Point, who told me he used to be a re- 
doubt on Gen. Grant’s staff, and had done it often. 
When the hour for the battle is come, move to the 
field with celerity—fool away notime. Under this 
head I was told of a favorite maxim of Gen. Sheri- 
dan’s. Gen. Sheridan always said, “If the 
siege train |, isn’t ready, don't wait— 
go by any trains that are handy; to get there is the 
maiz thing.’’ Now, that is the correct idea. As 
you approach the field itis better to get out and 
walk. This gives you a better chance to dispose of 
your forces judiciously for the assault. Get your 
artillery in position and throw out strag- 
lers to the right and left to hold your 
ines. of communication against surprise. 
See that every  hod-carrier connected with 
a@ ‘mortar battery is at his post. They told mo 
at the Point that Napoleon despised mortar bat- 
teries, and never would use them. He said that for 
real efficiency he:wouldn’t give a natful of brickbats 


for aton of mortar. However, that is all he knew 
about it. Everything bein for the assault, 
you want to enter the field with bey baggage to 
the front. This idea was invented by our renowned 
guest, Gen. Shermen. They told me that Gen. 
Sherman said that the trunks and bagrene make a 
good protection for the soldiers, but that chiefly they 
attract the attention and rivet the interest of the 
enemy, and this gives you an opportunity to whirl 
the other end of the column around anda attack 
himinthe rear I have given a good deal of study 
to this tactic since [learned about it, and it ap- 
pears to me itisa rattling good idea. Never fetch 
on your reserves at the start. This was Napoleon’s 
first mistake at Waterloo. Next, he assaulted 
with his La eel and ambulances and em- 
brasures, when he ought to have used a heavier 
artillery. Thirdly, he retired his right by 
ricochet--which uncovered his pickets—when 
his only possibility of success lay in doubling 
up his centre, flank by flank, and 
throwing out his chevaux de frise by the 
left oblique to relieve the skirmish line and confuss 
the enemy—if such a manceuvre would confuse 
him, and at West Point they said it would. It was 
about this time that the Emperor had two horses 
shot under him. How often you see the remark 
that Gen. So-and-So at such pat such a battle had 
two or three horses shot under him. Gen. Burnside 
and many great European military men, a8 I was 
informed by a high artillery officer at West Point, 
have justly characterized this as a wanton waste of 
projectiles, and he impressed upon mea conversa- 
tionin the tent of the Prussian chiefs at Gravelotte, 
in the course of which our honored guest just re- 
ferred to—Gen. Burnside—observed thet if “you 
can’t aim a horse so as to hit the Genera! with it, 
shoot it over him, and you may bag something on 
the other side, whereas a horse shot undera Gen- 
eral does no sort of damage.” Iagree cordially with 
Gen. Burnside, and Heaven knows I shall rejoice 
to see the artillerista of this land 
of all lands cease from this wicked 
end idiotic custom. At West Point they 
told me of another mistake at Waterloo, namely, 
that the French were under fire from the beginning 
of the fight till the end of it—which was plainly 
a most effeminate and ill-timed attention to com- 
fort, and a foolish division of military strength; 
for it probably took as many men to keep up the 
fires as it did to dothe fighting. It would have 
been much betterto have had asmall fire in the 
rear, and let the men go there by de- 
tachments and get warm, and not try 
to warm up the whole army at once. 
All the Cadets said that an assault along the whole 
line was the one thing which could have restored 
Napoleon’s advantage at this juncture, and he was 
actually rising in his stirrups to order it, whena 
sutler burst at his side and covered him with dirt 
and débris, and before he could recover Wellington 
opened a tremendous and devastating fire upon 
bim from an monsrtous battery of vivandieres, and 
the star of the great captain’s glory set to rise no 
more. The Cadet wept while he told me these 
mournful particulars, 

When you leave a battle-field always leave it in 
good order. Remove the wreck and rubbish, and 
tiay up the place. However, inthe case of a drawn 


_battle it is neither party’s business to tidy up any- 


thing. You can leave the field looking as if the 
City Government of New-York had bossed the 
fight. When you are traversing the enemy's coun- 
try, in order to destroy his supplies and orippie his 
resources, yOu want to take along plenty of 
camp followers. The more the better. They area 
tremendously effective arm of the service, and 
they inspire in the foe the liveliest dread. A West 
Point Professor told me that the wisdom of this 
was recognized as far back as Scripture times. He 
quoted the verse. He said it was from the new re- 
vision, and wasa little different from the way it 
reads in the old one. Ido not recollect the exact 
wording of it now, but I remember that it 
wound up with something about such and 
such a devastating agent being as ‘‘terrible as 
an army with bummers.”’ I believe I have nothing 
further to add but this: The West Pointers said a 
private should preserve a respectful attitude 
toward his superiors, and should seldom, or never, 
proceed so far as to offer suggestions to his Gen- 
eral in the field. If the battle is not being con- 
ducted to suit him, it is better for him to resign. 
By the etiquette of war it is permitted to none be- 
low the rank of newspaper correspondent to dic- 
tate to the General in the field.

THE PENNSYLVANIA AND THE WABASH—THE 
REPORTED SALE OF THE WALLEILL VAL- 
LEY ROAD. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 8.—The Board of Di- 
rectors of the Pennsylvania Railroad Compasy, at 
a mecting held this afternoon, ratified the contract 


entered into by that company with the Wabash, 
8t. Louis and Pacific Railroad and the Central Rail- 


road of New-Jersey. Under the provisions of this - 


contract, the Pennsylvania Railroad Company will 
transport all freight and passenger traffic that may 
be delivered to it at a point near Milton, Penn., 
over the lines of the Philadelphia and Erie Railroad 
to Driftwood, and thenco over the low grade divi- ; 
sion of the Allegheny Valley Railroad to Red Bank, ' 
from which point the Wabash line will build a road : 
to Youngstown, Ohio, where connection will be 
made with the Wabash system. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company will furnish the motive power 
and track, and will transport all business offered by 
the new line between Milton and Red Bank, re- 
ceiving as compensation its pro rata proportion of 
existing through rates, according todistance. This 
arrangement will not interfere or impairthe local 
traffic of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
which is amply protected under this contract. It 


—- only to such through trade as may be inter- 
changed by the lines. 

The Board of Directorsof the Northern Central 
Ralroad Company, at a meeting in this city this 
afternoon, declared a semi-annual dividend of 3 
per cent., payable July 15. 

Kinceton, N. Y., June 8.—The reported sale of 
the Wallkill Valley Railroad to the New-York, 
West Shore and Buffalo Railway Company, which 
was published in a New-York paper yesterday, is 
authoritatively denied by Thomas Cornell, the 
President of the Wallkill Railway, hereto-day. Itis, 
however, afact that negotiations looking to that 
ones have been in progress for some time, and it 
is believed that a change of that nature will event- 
ually take place. The shore route from Newburg 
north is found to present obstacles of an unex- 
pected nature, prominent among which is the 

ridging of the Rondout Creek at this city, which 
will be very difficult and almost impracticable with- 
out sadly interfering with the present crowded 
state of its navigation. 

Mancuester, N. H., June 8.—The Referees be- 
fore whom the suit of the Manchester and Keene 
Railroad Company against the city of Keene was 
tried in this city, to recover‘certain gratuities, have 
decided that the company is entitled to recover 
$128,951 58, with interest from Dec. 8, 1878 The 
city has taken exceptions, and the case will proba- 
bly go to the full bench on questions of law. 

Toronto, Ontario, June 8.—The firsttwo new 
locomotives for the Canada Pacific Railway have 
arrived here. 

It is said that Boston capitalists have subscribed 
$5,000,000 toward the construction of the airline 
from Winnipeg to Duluth, which will be built west- 
ward from Duluth this Summer. 

Eleven hundred men are now employed on Sec- 
tion B of the Canada Pacific Railway. 

Crry or Mexico, June §8,—Mr. Degres deposited 
in the Monte Piedad to-day $50,000 as a guarantee 
for compliance with the terms of the railroad con- 
tract made yesterday. The subvention granted 
the company is $8,000 per kilométre. 

Omana, June 8.—The business that brought Jay 
Gould to Omaha was developed this morning when 
articles of incorporation of the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company in Nebraska were filed in the 
County Clerk’s office. The incorporators are Jay 
Gould, A. A. Talmage, F. B. Drake, T. M. Smith, 
and Jobn L. Webster. The latter is a lawyer of 
of this city. The capital stock is $3,000,000, divided 
into shares of $100 euch. The highest amount of 
indebtedness is not to be over $2,000,000. The prin- 
cipal place of business is to be Omaha. This means 
the extension of the Missouri Pacific up the west 
bank of the Missouri River into Nebraska, proba- 
bly connecting with the Union Pacifio at this city. 
The details of the plan are not yet known. It is an- 
nounced, however, that surveys will be immediately 
made. The Union Pacific officers are very reticent. 
What little they say emphasizes the foregoing 
statements. Should the Burlington and Missouri 
River managers interpret this as a breach of faith 
on the part of the Union Pacific—it having been 
agreed a few months ago by each company not to. 
prosecute railroad building in the territory of the 
other—then important railroad developments may 
be expected. The principal extension of the Bur- 
lington and Missouri River Railroad to Denver and 
the Union Pacific line to Denver will be opened in 
a few days. 

GALVESTON, June 8.—A dispatch to the News from 
Rosenberg says: ‘‘The New-York, Texas, and 
Mexican Railway has established a branch office 
here, Col. D. E. Hungerford, Vice-President 
and General Manager, with a _ cerps 
of Engineers, is now here. The connection is be- 
ing graded with the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fé 
Railroad. It will also connect with the Galveston, 
Harrisburg and San Antonio Road.

The City 
Council will consider the proposition next Tuesday, 
together with one from the Virginia Midland Rail- 
road Company, and will accept that which is 
deemed best for the interests of the city.

KILLED BY A FLEKING RUFFIAN. 
A DEPUTY SHERIFF IN VIRGINIA SHOT WHILE 
MAKING AN ARREST. 

DANVILLE, Va,, June 8,—In Stokes County, 
last Thursday night, Frank Baker, a Deputy 
Sheriff, was shot and killled by Jesse Smith, for 
whom he had a warrant of arrest. The Deputy 
Sheriff, accompanied by a posse, went to James 
H. Smith’s honse in the night-time to effect Jesse's 
arrest. About daybreak the posse surrounded the 
house and knocked at the door. After much delay 


the door was opened by John Smith, and as it was 
opened, Jesse, in his night clothes nnd wearing a 
long-eared bonnet, passed out by another door, ac- 
companied by his mother and sister. When the 
three reached the yard they found themselves sur- 
rounded. by the posse. The women retreated to 
the house, but Jesse ran through the posse to es- 
cape. As he ran several shots were fired at him, 
but without effect. When he reached the point 
where Deputy Sheriff Baker had posted himself the 
latter tried to intercept him. Jesse thereupon shot 
Baker through the body, and made his escape. 
Baker died an hour later. Jesse Smith is repre- 
sented as a very desperate man, who, previous to 
this murder, has shot several other men, and he 
belongs to a family of desperadoes. A reward of 
$700 has been offered for his arrest by the county 
authorities, and application has been made to the 
Governor to offer a further reward of $500. . 


AN OLEOMARGARINE BILL VETOED 
GOV. CORNBLL’S REASONS FOR WITHHOLD- 
ING HIS SIGNATURE. 


ALBANY, June 8.—The Governor to-day 


sent to the Assembly the following veto Message: 
To the Assembly: 

Assembly bill, (introductory No. 699,) entitled “An 
act to regulate the manufacture and sule of oleo- 
margarine, or any form of imitation butter or lard, or 
any form of imitation cheese, for the prevention of 
fraud, and the better protection of the public health,” 
is herewith returned without approval. The objectof 
this bill being so nearly identical with the one recent- 
ly returned to the Assembly without paueets. it has 
induced me to Bye very careful consideration to its 

rovisions, with the desire, if possible, to avoid 

urther ditference with the Legislature on this sub- 
ect. Unfortunately, however, the inconsistencies of 
he measure are so glaring as to render it really 

more objectionable than the previous bill. By 
the first. section the use of coloring matter in 
any article or substance in the semblance of natural 
butter or cheese not the legitimate product of the 
dairy is prohibited, while the fourth section coun- 
tenances and permits the use of coloring matter in 
natural butter and cheese. If injurious to public 
health, the State, in the exercise of its Police powers, 
can undoubtedly prohibit the use of coloring sub- 
stance in any article of food, but cannot, 
and should not, discriminate by preventing 
its use in one article and allowing it in 
another. There is no pretense, though, that the 
article prohibited is in any wise prejudicial to public 
health, and this is substantially acknowledged by the 
terms of the fourth section. The third section also 
prohibits the use of coloring matter in oleomargarine 
and other articles in direct violation of the privileges 
ogee under the patent laws of the United States. 

he specifications on which these patents were issued 
provide definitely for the use of coloring matter, 
and unless it can be established that such use 
is detrimental to public health the State has 
no power to prevent it. The Constitution of the 
United States provides that no State shall “deny to 
any person within tts jurisdiction equal protection of 
the Jaws.” This guarantee of equal rights is one which 
every Statein the Union must respect. It is designea 
to prevent discriminating legislation as well as unjust 
and partial administration of law. if the use of 
coloring matter is in -itaelf harmless the State 
has no power to say that certain manufac- 
turers shall not use it, while others may do 
60. If, on the other hand, it be deemed hurtful, 
then all should alike be prohibited from using it. The 
advocates of this bill aay acknowledge that the 
coloring matter is not deleterious to health, but claim 
that its use enables the manufacturers of certain 
wholesome products to simulate natural butter and 
cheese, and apa deceive consumers, If to prevent 
imposition this evilis sufficient to warrant legislation, 
then the remedy should be directed against the injurl- 
ous or unhealthful ingredients and not those admitted 
to be harmless. 

The title of the bill has much significance when 
considered in connection with its terms and provi- 
sions. Besides other things, it proposes to “regulate 
the manufacture of oleomargarine” and provide ‘for 
the better protection of the public health.” The only 
regulation the bill undertakes in regard to the 
manufacture of oleomargarine is to prohibit 
the use of coloring matter, which is expressly 
authorized by a law of Congress. As for the better 

rotection of the public health, there is absolute si- 

ence. The promise of the title is broken or prevented 
by the provisions of the bill. Another misfortune of 
this measure {s that it is an attempt,under the guise of 
protecting the public health, to benefit one class of 
producers at the expense and Injury of another. No 
material evidence has been produced to demonstrate 
that the public health is menaced by the use of 
what the bill proposes to prohibit. «Hence, 
the absence of any reference to the public 
health in the body of the bill is notsurprising. It 
seems to be a well-established fact that chemical sci- 
ence and business enterprise have combined to pro- 
duce an article which competes largely with the 
poorer products of our dairies. Desirable as it is to 
afford agricultursl interests every possible advantage, 
in such competition the rights of other interests 
should not be ignored. Welivein a land of law and 
liberty. Fqual rights are guaranteed to all cltizens if 
their vocations be not dangerous or jectacees to the 
ublic welfare; they cannot rightfully be restraired 
n the exercise of the largest liberty consistent with 
law and order.

OBITUARY NOTES, 
The Rev. William M. Carmichael, a well- 
known Episcopal minister, died at his home in 


Jamaica, Long Island, Tuesday evening, in the 
seventy-seventh year of his age. About a year 
ago he was stricken with paralysis, from which he 
never recovered, and it finally causea his death. 
For nine years he was Pastor of St. George's 
Churcn at Hempstead, and efficiated for some time 
in Grace Church. at Jamaica. He also had charge 
of parishes at Rye, N. Y.. and Meadville, Penn. 
He was a graduate of Union College, and in 147 
received the degree of S. T. D. from Columbia Col- 
lege. Fora number of years he was Librarian of 
the Naval Lyceum in Brookiyn, and at the time of 
his death was Assistant Pastor of Trinity Church 
at Rockaway. Mr. Carmichael was the author of 
the work on “Christian Fathers.” His funeral 
will take place to-morrow from Grace Church, 
in Jamaica. 


Prof. Charles F. Gilson, who for years occu- 
pied the chair of modern languages at Williams 
College, died in this City at the Everett House at 
an early hour yesterday morning. He had suffered 
a long time with consumption, and recently visited 


the Isle of Nassau, seeking relief in the change 
of scene and climate. He was disappointed, 
and on Tuesday night when he arrived in New- 
York, bound homeward, he was so far exhausted 
that he died within afew hours. President Carter, 
of Williams College, happening to be in the City, 
noted the arrival of Prof. Gilson in casually ex- 
amining a published list of hotel arrivals, and, 
calling to pay his respects, found his colleague 
dead. Prof. Gilson was 51 years old, and pos- 
sessed the most scholarly attainments. His re- 
mains were taken in charge by President Carter 
and forwarded to friends in New-England.

THE WESTERN UNION TELEGRAPH. 

The quarterly report of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Western Union Telegraph Company 
presented at the board meeting yesterday, shows 
that the official returns for the quarter ended 
March 31 were $31,238 26 more than the estimate. 
The disbursements since aggregated $616,698 69, 
leaving a surplus on April 1 of $1,231,998 58. This 


does not include the cash turned over by the 
American Union Telegraph Company amounting 
to $238,000, or the new material turned over by 
that company, which cost about $225,000. The net 
revenues for the quarter ending June 30, partly es- 
timated, are put down as $1,836,391, which, added to 
the surplus, gives $3,068,389 58. Deducting interest, 
construction, and sinking funds, leaves a balance 
of $2,866,389 58. Out of this must come a dividend 
of 179 per cent. on the stock and certificates of in- 
debdtedness, previously declared, but withheld 
under restraining orders of the court, amounting 
to $1,200,000, which will leave $1,666,389 58. The 
board declared a further dividend of 1% per cent. 
on both stock and certificates of indebtedness, 
payable when “no restraint of law prohibits the 
payment of the same.” There will then remain a 
surplus of $466,389 58,

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BOUCICAULT AND HIS WIFE 


VENTILATING FAMILY TROUBLES 
IN AFFIDAVITS. 


SHE MOTION FOR ALIMONY IN THE DIVORCE 
SUIT—MR. BOUCICAULT’S LIBERAL PRO- 
VISION FOR THE PLAINTIFS—HER RE- 
FUSAL TO CARRY OUT HIS WISHES. 


The motion of Mrs, Agnes Robertson Bouci- 


pault for alimony and counsel fees pending the 
trial of her suit foran absolute divorce from Dion 
Boucicault, was before Judge Donohue, in Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, on Tuesday afternoon. 
Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer, attorney for Mr. Boucl- 
vault, then asked for an adjournment until June 
20, because he had not received from England an 
affidavit which Mr. Boucicault has made there an- 
swering .the moving affidavits in detail. Col. 
George Bliss opposed the motion for de- 
lay and Judge Donohue denied it. The 
hearing was set down for yesterday. Wher the 
pase was called yesterday ex-Judge Dittenhoefer 
said he had received from Mr. Boucicault a tele- 
gram instructing him to argue the case upon the 


affidavits he made before his departure for Eng- 
lard, and-_not.to let the motion go by default. 


Col. George Bliss then presented the affidavits upon 
which the:motion was based. That of Mrs, Bouci- 


vault recites that the plaintiff was an actress, who, 
In the pursuit of her profession, made large sums 
of money, all of which were taken by her husband 
for their-joint use. It then gives in detail certain 
monetary transactions between her and the-defend- 
ant. It asserts that Mr. Boucicault has an income 


pf $50,000 a year, and hasrecently stated that he is 
worth nearly $1,000,000. In support of this afiidavit 
was another made by Joseph Walsh, who was 
formerly a waiter at Parker’s, in Boston. Walsh 
Bwore that in-1875, Mr. Boucicault and the English 
actress, Mrs. Rousby, were at Parker’s together, 
occupying connecting rooms. He used to serve 
them with supperin Mr. Boucicault’s room when 
they returned from the theatre at night, and 
he would afterward sup with Mrs. Rousby’s maid 
in Mrs. Rousby’s room, The testimony of Henry 


Wikoff, better known as Chevalier Wikoff, taken 


ander an order of the court, was also putin. The 
Chevalier testified that he saw Miss Katharine 
Rogers in Mr. Boucicault’s rooms in East Fifteenth- 
street, and that Mr. Boucicault stated to him that 
she was his mistress, and that, as she was “a fair 
and square woman, he would stand by her.” 

ne Judge Dittenhoefer read a number of affida- 
vits in opposition to the motion, and also argued 
that it should be denied because the complaint 


had been demurred to as defective. In one of the 


affidavits Mr. Bopoleauls declared that in 1860 he 


gave his wife all his property, including 19 lots in 
Chieago and two houses in this City, and then had 
his life insured for the benefit of his family. His 
family, he said, was very extravagant, and he has 
become s0_ reduced that e is 

ant upon his earnings for his support. 

& second and longer affidavit he 

that he separated from his wife in 1869 ‘* for good 


and sufficient cause, as will appear on the trial,” 
but from that time until 1880 he provided amply 


for her support and that of her children, He 
maintained an expensive household in his own 
house, No. 326 Regent-street, London, England, and 
between 1872 and 1876 he sent from New-York to 
bis wife for her own and her children’s use, 
and to pay outstanding family debts, sums which 
Bggregate $108,949. Im 1876 she abandoned the 

gent-street house, against his protest, and 

ught the house No. 1 Pembroke road, Kensing- 


ton, London, whither she took all his furniture, 
oe linen, ornaments, &c. Prior to this event 

e had allowed her £1,200a year, nominally, but 
had really given her more than twice that sum by 

aying her debts. After it he gave her £600 a year 
sy her own use, and otherwise provided for her 
thildren. In 1877 she ag £700 from his agents 
fluring his absence from London, and incurred 
debts by pledging his good credit. He then an- 
nounced to the public thathe would not be re- 
sponsible for her debts, but at the same time paid 
{on fullthe claims of her principal creditors. He 
endeavored to compel her to give him a list of her 
debts by stopping her allowance; but as she re- 
fused to give itto him, he resumed payments to 
her, and gave her the back sumsdue her. Mr. 
Boucicault continues: 

** This is the stoppage of her allowance to which she 
refers constantly, and this transaction enabled her to 
sirculate the report that I left her to starve with her 
shildren. To give appearance to this report she re- 
moved her two daughters from their schcol and re- 
tained them in lodgings in London, Mr. George Lewis 
—s in my behalf against this retaining them in 

dleneas while I was paying for their school and board 
at Brichton, She promised him they should go back. 
She never did send them back, and I paid half 
B year’s support and education for the two children 
at school while they were kept at home, and while she 
was complaining that I had de-erted her and them. 
A few weeks after this she brought these two daugh- 
ters over to New-York, but on arriving here she as- 
sumed another tone, and appealed tome for foregive- 
ness, I told her that she knew I could never live with 
her again, but if she would return to her home and 
reconcile herself with her eldest daughter, and live 
near her youngest daughters at school, and her young 
ron, I would pay her debta and live on friendly terms 
with her. She accepted these offers, aud wrote me 
the following letter: 

*** NEW-YORK, Jan. 27. 

' “*Drar Sr: I nave been eager to write to you for 
some days past. * * * I felt very grateful for the 
pee provision you have matie for my future, and 


shall never doubt your kind intentions toward me 


again. Iwas dreadfully upset by your stopping my 


income last year; I feared you meant to leave me to 
struggle for my bread. For that reason I returned to 
the stage, and came over here to see if I could do any 


better, The kind manner you have treated me has 
been & most welcome surprise, I now see how absurd 
nll my fears were. * * I hope you will forgive, 
\und try to forget, my errorsand follies, and, believe 
tne, hereafter I will endeavor to deserve your good- 
mess tome. * * * Let me beg of you hereafter that 
you will give all directions respecting the children to 
me directly, not through athird person. That humilli- 


ates me beyond expression, and lam sure you do not 
wish to humble and mortify me unnecessarily.’ ”’ 


Mr. Boucicault next says, that at the request of 
Mrs, Boucicault’s friend, Mr. Henry Wikoff, who 


had acted for her in her negotiations, and at the 


advice of Mr. Richard O’Gorman, he consearted to 
meet her and to appear upon the stege with her to 
silence scandalous rumors concerning their rela- 
tions. They played together for a week in Booth’s 
Theatre, and their profits were $6,508, of which 
he gave her $3,600. After this he gave her 
drafts for £2,000, and paid $662 on her 
account, besides agreeing to pay $2,250 for her in 


London, Just prior to her departure for Europe 
she wrote him a letter, a copy of which he Inserts 
into his affidavit. In it she repeats her expressions 
of thankfulness to her husband, and her promises 
to be carefulin the future. On her return to Lon- 
don, however, he says she did not perform her prom- 
ises, but assumed an attitude of hostility toward 
him and some of his children. She concealed her 
address in London, andsecreted her two younger 
daughters from him for many months. In Novem- 
ber, 1879, she reappeared in New-York. Mr. Bouci- 
cault goes on to say: 


“Our mutnal friend, Mr. 8, L. M, Barlow, kindly tn- 
terested himself in her affairs, He met me in the 
presence of my legal adviser, Mr. O’Gorman, and pro- 
posed that I should pay her debts once more, and 
make her an allowance of £500 or x600 a 
year. I replied to him that I would give her £1.000a 
yearand pay ail her debts cheerfully if she would con- 
sent to return to the home she had abandoned, leavin 
the society of nen and women who were no good, aud 
live with her children and make her home with them; 
and that I would also bear the entire expense of my 
children's education, so that she might have the in- 
come of £1,000 @ year clear for her person- 
al expenses; but if she would not do that, 
and persisted in deserting ber duties as a 
mother, to live a vagrant life far from her home, I 
would give her only 2500 a year. Mr. Barlow, at our 
next interview, informed. me that he had made her 
this offer, and that she declined to accept the £1,000a 
year on the conditions named, and preferred to take 
£600 a year, if I would give her that sum and let her 
tive where, how, and with whom she pleased. In de- 
spair I yielded. She then demanded that I should 
piace in trust for her a capital sum, the interest of 
which would represent £600 a year. I declined, know- 


ing that she would use suc 

~ | on which to borrow money. She then wait- 
e until I was on the eve of leav- 
ing New-York on a professional engagement 
when she suddenly commenced this suit by obtaining 
au order of arrest against me, which was served upon 
me two hours before I had to appear in public, and 
on the eve of my leaving for rurope, precisely ina 
timilar manner as she now takes the present proceed- 
ings. The pesson who then served the papers on me 
intimated that I could settle the matter, as her lawyer 
was ready to arrange iton her behalf with me, I de- 
clined, ana furnished bondsmen.” 


Mr. Boucicault next states that when he recov- 
ered the custody of his two ager goed daughters, in 
May, 1880, he put them again at school, and in- 
structed them to act affeetionately toward 
their mother, and that he wished her to sce 
them whenever she desired. She visited Europe 
fn 1880, but did not call uponthem. He points out 
that in her affidavit for the order of arrest, made in 
March, 1880, Mrs. Boucicault said that she was in 
pecuniary distress, while in her present affidavit she 
gays that at that time sne had an estate from which 
she realized over $12,500, and that $1,000 was to 
her credit in the hands of Mr. Charles Reade, in 
London. Mr. Boucicault says that against his ad- 
vice in 1878 his wife loaned Mr. Henry Wikoff 
$5,000 upon the security of a mortgage upon 
manufacturing property in Brooklyn, and 
that to the same person she conveyed the 
furniture, plate, &c., which she took from 
the Regent-street house. He had discovered these 

oods, some of which he valued as family memen- 
oes, in a warehouse in North Audley-street, Len- 
don, and had begun a suit for their recovery. His 
purpose in starting for London on May 12 was to 
attend the trial of that suit. * The plaintiff com- 
menced this action on March 26, 1880,” he says, 
“nearly 14 months ago, and has not taken any 
steps whatever therein until afew hours previous 
to my departure for Europe. It appears to me 
that she has on both occasions tried to use the 
powers of this court to extort unfairly some com- 
promise from me. I will make none, The door 
of ner home with her daughters and eldest son 1s 
open to her. Let her go home, where I will under- 
take she will be always amply provided for, and 
no impediment placed to her proceeding with this 
suit if she pleases sotodo.” Finally, Mr. Bouci- 
cault says: ‘‘I decline te refer or reply to the 
scandalous insinuations and statements contained 
in her affidavit, for the same reason that I decline 
to enter into the motive that obliged me to sepa- 
rate myself from my wife, such matters having no 

roper piace in the question of alimony now be- 
ore the court.”” 

Judge Donohue took the papersand reserved his 
decision.

TWO RAILROAD COLLISIONS,

OFFICIAL NEGLECT CAUSING HOURS OF DE- 


LAY ON THE HUDSON RIVER ROAD. 
The Hudson River Railroad had two nar- 
Tow escapes from bad accidents within the City 
limits yesteraay afternoon. As it was, although no 
lives were lost, two engines, a passenger car, and 
a wrecking car, were torn to pieces, and the road 
was blockaded from 8 o’clock in the afternoon 
till late in the evening. An hour after 
the first accident, the Grand Central Depot was 
filled with people looking for outward-bound 
trains, but finding none. A Tres reporter who 
made inquiries there shortly after 4 o’clock, when 
the offices were still open fer the sale of tickets, 
-although no trains were run, was able to get a civil 


answer from only one person in the building, and 
he, sitting in office No. 5, up stairs, said he “didn’t 


know there had been any accident.” In the Super- 
intendent’s office the young person in charge sald 


nothing was known about the accident, as there 
was no telegraphic communication with that point. 
This was, of course, untrue. He added that there 
was “nobody there who knew anything.”’ This 
was quite true. 

One of the regular passenger trains left Tarry- 
town at 2:20, with three passenger coaches and 
about 50 passengers, It was drawn by Engine No. 


18, under charge of Engineer John White, and Con- 


ductor James W. Ostrander had charge of the 
train. It was bowling along at the rate of about 20 
miles an hour, when, just as it reached the River- 
dale-avenue crossing, about half a mile above the 
King’s bridge station, the locomotive femped the 
track. The engineer immediately whistled down 
brakes, but before anything could be done toward 
checking the spee of the train the engine 
had run fabout a hundred yards over 


the ties and turned over. The concus- 


sion threw the tender and the forward car 


from the track, and smashed the engire into a 
heap of old iron. The track was torn up for sev- 
eral rods, and the entire forward part of the train 
was turned into awreck. Thetrack at this point 
runs by the side of the Harlem River, the water 
being about 10 or 12 feet lower than the rails, with 
a steep embankment between the two. The loco- 
motive rolled over to the left, or land side, and lay 


partly on both the up and the dowa tracks. 
The tender left its trucks, and the trucks 


made a dive into the river, the tender itself 
lodging on the side of the embankment, within a 
foot of the water. The forward end of the first 
passenger oar turned toward the west and stopped 
within about 10feet of the car, overhanging the 
embankment andthe river. Although the passen- 
ete were all badly shaken tp, none of them were 
1urt. They immediately left the cars, and waited 
fora train to carry them to their destination. 


Conductor Ostrander says that he was 
in the front car, and folt the shook. 


When the train stopped he looked out, 
and saw the engine lying on its side. That is allhe 
knows of the accident. The engineer, John White, 
says that there was no obstruction on the track. 
There is no switch near the scene of the accident, 
and he cannot account for the engine leaving the 
track. He whistled for brakes, and both he and 
the fireman stuck to the engine. The fireman was 
new, this being his first day. Neither of them was 


hurt seriously, but the engineer says ‘something 


is wrong inside,” though he thinks nothing is 
broken. 

News of the accident was immediately tele- 
graphed to the Grand Central Depot, and a wreck- 
ing train was sent out, consisting of an engine, 
tender, anda platform car. This train was under 
the direction of R. P. Disbrow, Depot Master at the 
Grand Central Depot. It ran up te King’s Bridge 
on the regular north track, or track used for north- 
bound trains, When it reached the scene of the 
accident it was found that it could not work effi- 
ciently on that track, bat could do _ better 
on the south track. Mr. Disbrow according- 
ly ordered the engineer to run down to Morris's 
dock, about two miles below, where there isa 
switch, change overto the south ack, and run up 
to the scene of the accident again. Mr. Disbrow 
says that he had stationed flagmen at proper in- 
tervais tostop any train from passing and keep 
the way clear, but oneof the flagmen on the 
wrecking train says this was not done, A strict 
rule prohibits any train from running south on the 
north track, or vice versa, without keeping a flagman 
running ahead at the proper distance to warn ap- 
proaching trains. This, it seems from all accounts, 
was not done. The wrecking train was just reach- 
ing the switch at Morria’s dock when a Tarrytown 
special came along, running about 15 miles an 
hour, and the two trains came together. The plat- 
form car was hadly injured, and the engine of the 
passenger train was made food for the repair shops 
for some weeks to come, This train left the Grand 
Central Depot at 3:35, It consisted of three cars, 
drawn by Engine No. 9, and carried about 85 pas- 
sengers. its engineer was George Remington, and 
Conductor Mesic had charge of the train. The 
rule frequently suggested of carrying a railroad 
Director on each locomotive, to insure the safety 
of passengers, would not have held good in this 
case, for C. M. Bissell, Superintendent of the Hud- 
son and Harlem Division. was in the engine of the 
Tarrytown special. Like all the passengers, he 
escaped without any injury. He was on his way 
to the scene of the first accident, but there was 


little that ho or any one else could do till another 
wrecking train could arrive, 


The passengers of the two damaged trains were 
as well cared for as they could be. A special train 
for Yonkers was put on the New-York City and 
Northern Road, and many north-bound passengers 
availed themselves of it. Carriages were also pro- 
vided to take passengers wherever they desired to 
go. The wreck at Morris’s dock was cleared 


uway shortly after 6 o'clock. but at 8 o'clock 
in the evening the King’s Bridge wreck still 


blocked the track, and there was a prospect that it 
would continue to do so forsometime. One of 
the men in charg at this wreck, when asked how 
much the engine was damaged, said he would 
hate to give $100 for what there was left of it. 
Trains were run late in the afternoon from 
the Thirtieth-street station to Spuyten Duyvil, and 
the trafiic of the road was in this way kept from 
total blockade, The Grand Central Depot was be- 
sieged till late in the evening by residents of upper 
New-York and other travelers. ‘lhe new railroad 
cennecting with the Metropolitan Elevated Rail- 
road, and running to King’s Bridge, Yonkers, and 
beyond, almost parallel for some distance with the 
Hudson River tracks, was a great accommodation 
to the delayed passengers.

DISCOVERY OF A SYSTEMATIC PLAN OF 


SWINDLING COUNTRYMEN. 


Somebody is evidently going about the coun- 
try victimizing farmers and others by means of 
forged drafts purporting to be drawn by the Ex- 
change National Bank, of Pittsburg, Penn., on their 
correspondents, the Leather Manufacturers’ Na. 


tional Bank, of this City. Beginning about five 


months ago, the latter bank has received through 


the regular course of exchange 10 of these spurious 
Grafts, aggregating between $3,000 and $4,000 in 
amount, and drawn to the order of different per- 
sons in various parts of this and other States. 
Yesterday two tor $600 each simultaneously reached 
the bank, one through the National Bank of New- 
York and the other through the National Bank of 
Commerce. One, dated May 23, was drawn to the 
order of Edward MoChesney, and was on 
for collection in the Michigan Iron Bank, of Negau- 
nee, Mich. The other, dated May 24, was drawn 
to the order of Joseph Kausler, and came from 
some remote place in Canada, the bank stamp be- 
ing badly blurred. The forger, while evidently 
well acquainted with the two banks whose names 
he uses, apparently takes great care to make his 
spurious drafts as different from the genuine ones 
as possible. The blanks, which are very neatly 
lithographed—they bear the imprint of a Philadel- 
as firm—are one and one-half to two 
nehes broader than the genuine. and are of a 
light green color, which the Pittsburg bank never 
uses. Noris any attempt made to imitate the sig- 
nature of Andrew Long, the Cashier of that bank. 
The Leather Manufacturers’ Bank have frequently 
warned their correspondents against the forger, 
but no trace of him has been obtained so far as 
they know. It is supposed that be visits a remote 
country place, strikes up an acquaintance, and ne- 
gotiates the purchase of horses, cattle, or other 
goods that he can readily dispose of for cash, pay- 
ing for them by one of these drafts, which be prob- 
ably has all filled up except with the name of his 
victim and the amount. He then selis the goods 
and decamps. How he succeeds in inducing peo- 
ple to accept drafts of that sort is not known, ex- 
cept that many personsin the country, unused to 
banks, do not know any better. The loss, of 
course, falls on the person who takes it, unless he 
should not have enfficient funds in his local bank 
° cover the amount, when the lattor loses the dif- 
erence.

THE PROCEEDINGS TO REMOVE RECEIVER 


RICE—CONDITION OF AFFAIRS. 
Thore is every indication now that the great 
hotel at Rockaway will be open tothe public on or 


before July 1. Inthe early part of last month a 
notice was served upon the Recelver, Mr. John A. 
Rice, from the office of the Attorney-General, re- 
quiring him to show cause why he should not be 
removed, and a copy of a complaint was served 
upon him, returnable before Judge Westbrook, at 
Kingston, on the 7th day of May. The Attorney- 
General made his complaint on information and 
belief, including in it no affidavit of any creditor. 
Among the allegations it was stated that Mr. Rice, 
a former employe of Mr. Henry Y. Attrill, one of 
the leading stockholders in the Rockaway Beach 
Improvement Company, had been appointed as 
Receiver by Justice Donohue, and that he was s0 
appointed to defraud the creditors of the Com- 
pany; that a plan of reorganization had been 
formulated for the same object; that the creditors 
could get no information from Mr. Rice as to the 


condition of affairs at Rockaway; that he had issued 
alarge number of certificates without legal war- 


rant; that he had failed to dispose of the property, 
and that,as the hotel was intended solely for 
Summer visitors, the interests of the creditors 
were thus jeopardized, ani that he had permitted 
oods to be removed from the hotel after they had 
feo delivered, giving as an instance the fact that 
A. T, Stewart & Co, had taken away $17,000 worth 
of carpets alter they had been delivered at Rook- 
away. The answer of Mr. Rice was filed on May 7, 
and aftera consultation between Charles J. Everett, 
the First Assistant Attorney-General, and Mr. S. J. 
Wheeler, Jr., counsel for the Receiver, it was 
agreed that a Referee should be appointed to de- 
termine the merits of the case. Judge West- 
brook appointed Bernard J. McCafferty, of this 
City, to take testimony, ana évidence was 
taken in the case ont Thursday, Friday, and 
Saturday of last week. Mr. B. A. McDonald, an ex- 
pert accountant, analyzed the accounts of the Re- 
ceiver, and declared them correct in every particu- 
lar. Other witnesses testified to the facts connect- 
ed with the work done on tho hotel since Mr. Rice 
became the Receiver. It was shown that during 
the 10 months of his Receivership he nas expended 
for labor and the preservation of the property but 
$42,106 89, and that with this comparatively small 
expenditure he has nearly finished the hotel, which 
was not halt completed when he assumed the man- 
agement {n August last, Mr. Rice himself testified 
that he required but $200,000 to have the hotel 
ready for opening by July 1, and that when these 
proceedings were begun the mnutieg was allready 
to be advanced, but the action of the Attorney- 
General had, for the present, prevented him from 
realizing this capital. 
The final proceedings before the Referee took 
lace yesterday, when Assistant Attorney-General 
tverett and 8. G. Wheeler, counsel for Receiver 


Rice, submitted their briefs to the Referee in his 
oftice at No. 19 Nassau-street, Mr. Everett said 
that he was willing to admit that, so far as the pay- 


ment of workmen and the settlement for material 
was concerned, the transactions of the Keceiver 
had been perfectly regular; that the moneys which 
he has paid as Receiver are those accounted for in 
his reports, and that he holds —- vouchers for 
all of such payments. ‘I shaliask the Referee to 
find, however,’ said Mr. Everett, ‘‘that Mr. Rice 
has misapplied the certificates of indebtedness 


authorized by the court, He had no authority to 
use these certificates, except to pay laborers and 


to purchase material for the hotel, and it appears 
from the evidence that he has paid out in these 
certificates over $18,000 for Receiver’s fees, over 
$13,000 for miscellaneous expenses, and over $9,000 
for legal expenses.’ For this action, Mr. Everett 
said, the Receiver had no authority by virtue of 
his office, and it was the duty of the Referee to 
certify this fact to Judge Westbrook, in his report 
of the case. That Mr. Rice had acted in good 


faith ne had not the least doubt, but he had made 
a great error in judgment, and this fact ought 
to be made known to Judge Westbrook. 
Mr. Wheeler, in arguing for the Receiver, 
said that all the evidence went to 
show that the acts of Mr. Rice had been done in 
good faith. He had taken a building not half com- 

leted and almost finished it fora little more than 

42.000. If he had erred in judgment, and paid his 
own fees in certificates when he had no legal right 
to do so, he had canceled the certificates as soon as 
he found that he had made a mistake, and even 
had he not done 80, the question of his personal 
accounts was one for the consideration of Judge 
Donohue, who appointed him, and not for Judge 
Westbrook. As the Attorney-General admitted 
his good faith in all that he had done, the Keferes 
could not fail to report to Judge Westbrook that 
the facts in the case did not justify Mr. Rice’s 
removal. Mr. McCafterty said that he would make 
his report to Judge Westbrook before Saturday, 
the 18th inst., so that a decision could be rendered 
in the case on that day. 

If the decision of Judge Westbrook 1s favorable 
to Mr. Rice, as he believes that it will be, the hotel, 
he assured a T:mzs reporter, will be open for busi- 
ness by the Ist of July. Mr. Rice was originally 
engaged by the Rockaway Beach Improvement 
Company to give bis attention to the details of the 


construction of the hotel, and, when completed, to 
equip, furnish, and manage it for a term of years. 


MR. STEWART’S CURIOUS CONDUCT.

HOW CONTROLLER SsxMLER ' VIEWS THE 


THEFT OF THOSE BOOKS. 


No additional light was thrown yesterday 
by the efforts of the Police on the mysterious rob- 
bery of books and vouchers from the Board of 


Education building, in Red Hook Lane, Brooklyn. 
The stolen reeords cover the transactions of the 


board for the past 12 years, and were valueless to 
the thief except in so far as their destruction may 
prevent the exposure of possible rascalities. Con- 
troller Semler, who had secured the appoint- 
ment of two expert accountants forthe purpose 
of ascertaining the exact condition of the Board of 
Education’s accounts, said yesterday, speaking of 
the robbery: ** 1 understand that the board has not 
always put the money to the uses for which it was 


appropriated, but has sometimes taken money from 
one account and placed it in another. I do not 


suspect any member of the board, but they serve 
without pay and cannot afford to give that time 
and Jabor from their private business to the care 
and investigation of minor matters connected with 
the board which those officials who are paid for 
their services can give. They leave to others many 
matters which should receive their own attention. 
I don’t want to accuse any one, but there must 


be something wrong.’’ When asked if he meant 
financially wrong the Controller replied: ‘ Well, 


why did they take away the books just when I was 
on the point of obtaining access to them? Mr. 
Stewart, the Secretary of the board, came here 
with Mr. Martin, one of the experts, and begged 
meto do nothing in this matter until after Tues- 
day. That was in reference to the letter I had sent 
to President Whitlock. I said: *‘ Mr. Stewart, why 
do you want to wait?’ He replied that the board 
was about organizing, and if that letter should be 
presented to the board it might put him in a queer 
position and might cost him his place.” 

At the meeting of the Board of Education on 
Tuesday, when Mr. Stewart was called on to fur- 
nish the Controller's letter requesting that the 
pooks and papers be submitted tothe experts for 
examination, he sald he had lost it. The Controll- 
er thought it a strange circumstance that Mr. 
Stewart should lose so important a letter. The 
detectives at work on the case have, it is said, 
discovered a clue which may lead to the discovery 
of the thief, but the Police share with many of the 
members of the Board of Education the belief that 
the books and vouchers have already been de- 
stroyed.

ANNUAL EXCURSION OF THE POLICE. 

The Hon. John H. Starin’s complimentary 
excursion tothe Police force was highly enjoyed 
yesterday by the officers and their families.
